We  gather  in  tribute  to  respectfully  recall  a  good  person  and  Companion  who  has  passed  to 
his  reward. 

We  recall  the  life  of  one  who  has  served  his  community  with  thought  and  devotion,  served 
his  country  with  distinction,  devoted  his  talents  and  experiences  to  further  the  good  works 
of  the  legal  profession.  In  the  family  of  Masonic  Affiliations  has  offered  leadership, 
guidance  and  direction,  in  various  high  offices,  especially  as  Grand  First  Principal  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Leo  John  Gent,  of  blessed  memory  191 1  -  1994,  Grand  First 
Principal  1972-  1974. 

True  greatness  and  notable  accomplishments  are  most  often  marked  by  deeds,  rather  than 
by  words.  True  greatness  is  marked  by  the  inspiration  which  is  left  behind  for  those  to 
follow. 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Gent  began  his  career  as  a  teacher  and  was  advanced  to  the 
position  of  Principal  within  a  short  period.  He  left  that  position  to  enter  law  school  and  was 
called  to  the  bar.  He  served  for  a  short  period  as  a  junior  solicitor  until  joining  the  war  effort, 
as  a  member  of  the  Adjutant  General's  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Armed  Forces  where  he 
served  with  distinction  in  Canada  and  abroad.  He  later  joined  the  Judge  Advocate's 
Directorate  as  an  advisor  to  the  Deputy  Minister  of  Defence  while  still  in  military  service. 

Our  military  leaders  recognized  his  many  talents.  It  is  a  little  known  fact  that  this  modest  and 
unassuming  gentleman  was  second  in  command  of  the  Canadian  contingent  at  the 
Nuremburg  trials  of  Nazi  war  criminals.  In  this  capacity  he  worked  with  Sir  Tommy  Donald, 
and  Leo's  respect  for  this  senior  officer  led  to  a  friendship  which  continued  after  the  war  had 
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ended.  As  a  token  of  his  respect  for  Sir  Donald,  Leo  named  his  son  Donald  after  him. 

After  the  war,  Leo  resumed  his  legal  career.  His  skills  and  knowledge  were  recognized  when 
he  was  designated  a  Kings'  Council  in  1947.  Although  his  chosen  career  was  demanding 
there  was  always  time  allocated  for  many  other  activities  which  included  his  church,  the  fair 
board  and  other  boards  and  committees  in  the  community. 

Even  at  the  time  of  his  final  illness,  his  wisdom  was  sought  after  by  the  Board  of  William 
Mercer  Centre  for  elderly  residents  in  London  Ontario. 

In  the  practise  of  law,  Leo  would  not  sacrifice  the  search  for  truth  in  just  winning.  Those 
who  quietly  received  his  services,  pro  bono,  are  legion. 

Leo's  Masonic  affiliations  are  most  notable.

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We  as  Masons,  but  particularly  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  have  the  opportunity  of  joining  with 
our  Grand  Master  and  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  in 
supporting,  and  becoming  involved  with  the  Friend  to  Friend  program.  I  challenge  you  to 
become  involved,  with  your  Lodge,  in  this  program,  to  see  the  video,  to  learn  how  to  talk 
to  your  friends,  and  the  public  about  Free  Masonry.  The  result  of  your  involvement  will 
accelerate  the  strengthening  of  the  roots  of  our  Masonic  family.

This  Chapter  has  been  notified  of  their  error  and  instructed  to 
govern  themselves  accordingly.  Companions,  Grand  Chapter's  Constitution  requires  that  this 
rule  be  adhered  to,  and  our  Grand  Chapter  Office  will  monitor  this  situation  closely. 

To  our  Companions  of  the  several  bodies  of  the  York  Rite,  we  thank  you  for  your  presence, 
support,  and  involvement  in  our  Grand  Convocation. 

To  our  Brethren  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Free  Masonry,  we  are 
extremely  pleased  to  have  members  of  the  Valley  of  Windsor  present  and  involved  with  our 
Grand  Chapter. 

Companions  every  one  of  us,  in  like  manner,  promised  to  make  a  daily  advancement  in 
Masonic  knowledge.  There  will  be  no  better  opportunity  than  here  and  now  to  ask  the 
question  that  leads  to  more  light. 

PAST  RANK: 

Ex.Comp.  William  M.  Thompson,  a  Past  Principal  of  Laurentian  Chapter,  #151,  Pembroke, 
was  serving  as  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  Ottawa  District  #13,  when  he  was 
called  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  during  March  of  this  year.

Noel  O'Driscoll  of  Chantry  Chapter,  #130,  Southampton,  suffered  his  third 
stroke  a  few  days  after  his  Installation  as  First  Principal,  he  has  asked  to  be  relieved  of  his 
responsibility.  He  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  his  previous  offices  with  fidelity.  I  recommend 
the  rank  of  Past  First  Principal  be  granted  to  this  Ex.  Companion. 

V.Ex.Comp,  William  Alan  Rae,  who  was  serving  as  Assistant  Grand  Chaplain,  was  called 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  on  April  18th.  of  this  year.  As  he  was  unable  to  complete  his 
term  of  office,  I  recommend  that  Past  Rank  be  granted,  posthumously,  for  this  Very 
Excellent  Companion.

GRAND  CHAPTER  OF  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONS  OF  CANADA  IN  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO 

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER: 

Over  the  past  number  of  years  I  have  written  numerous  reports  with  respect  to  various 
offices  and  committees.  The  preparation  of  this  report  caused  me  to  do  some  historical 
research.  The  outcome  of  this  research  and  my  involvement  in  the  daily  operations  of  Grand 
Chapter  have  led  me  to  the  following  conclusion. 

It  has  become  evident  to  me  that  there  exists  within  our  fraternity  an  ailment  which  I  have 
named,  Apathy.  The  standard  dictionary  lists  the  following:  Impassivity,  inattention, 
indifference,  lethargy  or  passiveness,  the  opposite  of  "Zeal." 

I  am  led  to  this  conclusion  by  the  manner  in  which  the  operation  of  many  of  the  Chapters 
of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  are  conducted.  Our  Constitution  is  clear  as  to  when  Chapter 
reports  are  to  be  submitted,  to  Grand  Chapter,  and  /  or  the  Grand  Superintendent,  which 
reports  require  the  Chapter  seal,  and  when  the  per  capita  assessment  should  be  paid.  As  of 
one  week  prior  to  Grand  Chapter  twenty  (20)  Chapters  were  still  not  properly  returned.  The 
burden  this  places  on  our  Grand  Chapter  office,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  the  Grand 
Superintendents  is  substantial  and  unacceptable. 

Each  newly  installed  First  Principal  and  Council  obligate  themselves  to  uphold  and  maintain 
the  edicts,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  see  that  their  officers  carry  out 
their  duties  accordingly.  It  appears,  in  some  cases,  that  once  said  it  is  quickly  forgotten. 

All  correspondence  which  is  received  by  a  Chapter  is  to  be  READ  by  the  Scribe  Ezra  and 
First  Principal,  and  preferably,  presented,  in  a  timely  manner,  at  the  Chapter  meeting  not 
buried  in  a  file  and  forgotten.  We  know  this  happens  because  Chapters  are  still  sending  mail 
to  our  old  address  and  still  using  old  forms,  not  the  new  ones  which  were  sent  to  every 
Chapter  in  December. 

Communication  is  a  two  way  street,  requires  two  people,  and  works  miracles  when  it 
operates  properly.  Contents  of  Summonses,  lack  of  attendance  at  the  Grand 
Superintendents',  School  of  Instruction,  and  the  absence  of  nominations  for  Grand  Chapter 
offices  also  fall  into  this  category.  These  problems  have  been  prevalent,  in  Grand  Chapter, 
for  many  years  and  a  lasting  solution  must  be  found.

Melvyn  J.  Duke,  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  and  approximately  twenty  other  Companions. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  attend  at  York  Central  Hospital  and  invest  Ex.Comp.  William  Alan 
Rae,  of  Occident  Chapter  #77  as  an  Assistant  Grand  Chaplain.  Ex.  Companion  Rae  has 
served  as  Scribe  Ezra  of  his  Chapter  for  many  years  and  has  been  a  strong  supporter  during 
the  rebuilding  of  Occident  Chapter. 
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GRAND  CHAPTER  OFFICE: 

M.Ex.Comp.  Edward  W.  Elcombe,  having  served  for  many  years  as  our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra, 
after  much  deliberation,  made  the  difficult  decision  that  he  would  not  travel  to  Hamilton 
when  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  was  relocated  and  subsequently  resigned  his  office.  We 
thank  M.Ex.Comp.  Elcombe  for  the  manner  in  which  he  conducted  the  affairs  of  this  office 
and  for  the  assistance  he  has  afforded  all  Grand  Chapter  Officers  and  Committees  during  his 
term  of  office. 

I  appointed  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Melvyn  J.  Duke  to  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  to  fill  this 
vacancy.  We  invested  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Duke  with  the  Regalia  of  his  office  in  Lebanon  Chapter 
#220  on  September  26,  1994. 

The  relocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  office  under  the  direction  of  our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  was 
completed,  in  November,  and  as  you  are  now  aware  our  address  is:

The  Committee  who  affected  this  move  has  been  discharged  with  gratitude.  They  and  the 
Companions  who  assisted  this  Committee  deserve  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks  for  donating  their 
time  and  talents  to  ease  the  move.  We  appreciate  the  associated  savings  to  Grand  Chapter. 

Mrs.  Donna  Harvey  joined  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  staff  in  January  of  this  year  and  we 
extend  a  warm  welcome  to  her. 

GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES: 

During  this  year  we  conducted  a  survey  of  all  Grand  Representatives  to  find  out  if  they 
corresponded  with,  or  had  correspondence  from,  the  Grand  Chapters  which  they  represent. 

A  letter  was  also  forwarded  from  our  Grand  Chapter  to  each  Grand  Chapter  with  which  we 
maintain  Fraternal  Relations,  advising  them  of  the  change  of  address  and  of  the  change  of 
our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra. 

We  also  requested,  of  these  Grand  Chapters,  that  they  advise  us  if  the  information  we  had 
on  file  as  to  their  Grand  Representative  and  to  our  Grand  Representative  was  correct.  To 
date  the  response  to  this  letter  has  been  dismal  and  suggests  that  a  complete  rethinking  of 
the  Grand  Representative  system  should  perhaps  be  addressed 

The  information  received  from  the  Grand  Representatives  in  our  Jurisdiction  leads  to  the 
same  conclusion. 
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ROYAL  ARCH  CHARITIES: 

This  is  the  umbrella  under  which  we  arrange  our  Charitable  Trusts  and  Activities,  and  is  a 
new  Committee.  Its  members  are  the  Chairmen  of  our  individual  Charitable  Committees. 

Their  mandate  is  as  follows: 

-  to  prepare,  for  approval,  a  combined  information  brochure  for  distribution  to  all 
Companions  and  the  public  in  general. 

-  to  gather  and  prepare,  for  release  to  the  public  media,  information  pertaining  to 
the  accomplishments  of  these  Funds. 

-  to  achieve  a  greater  degree  of  communication,  cooperation  and  information 
transfer  between  these  very  important  Committees  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

BENEVOLENCE:  (WELFARE) 

Again,  my  Companions  I  bring  to  your  attention  the  lack  of  requests  from  our  Chapters  and 
Districts  for  grants  of  Benevolence.  With  our  shrinking  social  system,  it  is  difficult  for  me 
to  accept  that  there  are  not  some  of  our  Companions,  or  their  families  who  are  in  need  of  our 
assistance.  Remember,  it  is  only  human  nature  for  a  person's  ego  to  make  it  difficult  to  ask 
for  help  or  assistance.  It  is  up  to  you,  my  Companions  to  ascertain  by  conversation  and 
visitation  those  who  may  be  in  need.  To  discuss  and  decide  what  your  Chapter  can  do  to 
help  and  then  to  apply  to  the  Committee  for  their  assistance.  I  would  again  recognize  those 
Chapters  and  Districts  which  have  active  Benevolence  programs  of  their  own  and  encourage 
them  in  the  continuance  of  these  good  works. 

V.Ex.Comp.  Lyle  James  has  been  a  member  of  this  Committee  for  many  years  and  has 
served  faithfully  as  its  Chairman.  His  term  of  office  expires  this  year  and  he  has  requested 
that  he  be  allowed  to  retire.  On  your  behalf  I  extend  our  thanks  to  V.Ex.Comp.  James  for 
his  dedication  and  service  to  Grand  Chapter,  may  good  health  and  the  Most  High  bless  you 
and  your  lady  for  many  years  to  come. 

BURSARY: 

Again  this  year  the  Bursary  Committee,  with  the  generosity  of  you  my  Companions,  has 
been  able  to  afford  assistance  to  students  attending  advanced  education  studies.  I  extend  to 
each  of  you,  who  have  assisted  in  any  fashion  my  heartfelt  thanks  on  their  behalf  and 
implore  you  to  continue  your  good  works. 

The  Committees  duties  are  hindered,  when  the  student's  application  is  not  properly 
completed,  when  the  required  information  is  not  attached,  when  the  Chapter  or  District  has 
not  signed  it,  or  when  a  school  will  not  endorse  the  cheque  because  the  student's  tuition  is 
paid  and  they  do  not  owe  any  money  to  the  institution. 

The  Committee  is  attempting  to  resolve  these  problems  so  that  these  students  may  receive 
their  bursary  grant  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
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MEDICAL  RESEARCH  FUND:  (RELEASE-A-MIRACLE) 

It  is  my  privilege  to  congratulate  the  members  of  the  Medical  Research  Committee  -  known 
to  us  as  Release  -A-  Miracle,  and  to  you  my  Companions  for  your  untiring  efforts  in 
assisting  the  Medical  Research  community  to  stay  at  the  forefront  of  research  and  continue 
to  carry  out  their  mission  to  prevent  premature  death  and  disability  by  finding  new 
treatments  and  cures. 

I  would  like  to  quote  for  you  comments  taken  from  the  many  letters  of  thanks  received  by 
your  Committee: 

From  the  President  and  Scientific  Director  of  the  John  P. 
Robarts  Research  Institute. 

"You  will  know  that  the  Robarts  Research  Institute  is  the  only  research  institute  in  Ontario, 
let  alone  Canada,  which  is  independent  of  Government.  That  is,  we  receive  no  direct  funding 
from  Government,  through  either  the  University  or  University  Hospital.  We  are  thus  entirely 
dependent  on  the  investment  portfolio  from  organizations  such  as  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Canada." 

From  Dr.  R.F.  Del  Maestro,  M.D.,  Ph.D.,  FRCS(C),  FACS,. 
Victoria  Hospital 

"We  have  also  identified  a  very  large  compound  that  is  released  by  tumour  cells  which  may 
have  an  important  role  in  initiating  the  process  of  new  blood  vessel  formation.  I  have 
enclosed  a  paper  which  was  submitted  to  the  JOURNAL  of  BIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY 
in  which  the  support  of  your  organization  is  outlined." 

Cryo  Prostate  Surgery:  On  Dec.  14th  1994  at  University  Hospital  London,  in  conjunction 
with  the  John  P.  Robarts  Imaging  Group,  a  new  procedure  of  prostate  surgery  was 
successfully  performed.  This  new  imaging  procedure  allows  freezing  of  the  cancer  with 
detailed  accuracy  which  prior  to  now  has  not  been  possible,  allowing  the  surgeons  to  kill  the 
cancerous  growth  without  the  many  harmful  side  effects  which  existed  up  until  now.  Your 
donations  assisted  in  this  development. 

You  see  my  Companions  you  "ARE"  truly  Releasing  A  Miracle. 

Companions  your  donations  to  our  Royal  Arch  Charities  help  and  assist  your  Companions, 
their  families  and  the  world  in  general,  you  may  be  justly  proud  of  your  efforts  to  fulfil  that 
part  of  your  Masonic  responsibility,  I  mean  Charity. 

To  those  Committee  members  who  are  retiring  this  year  after  many  years  of  service  to  this 
Committee  we  thank  you  for  all  of  your  endeavours  on  our  behalf. 

MASONIC  PROTOCOL: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  advise  you  that  the  manner  in  which  your  Grand  First  Principal  has  been 
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received,  wherever  I  have  travelled,  has  been  commendable  and  I  wish  to  thank  all  those 
involved  for  your  efforts. 

In  1983  M.Ex.Comp.  Gordon  H.  Stuart  requested  the  preparation  of  a  Manual  of  Capitular 
Masonic  Protocol  to  provide  a  standard  of  procedure  and  conduct  to  be  used  by  the  Chapters 
within  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

During  my  visits  to  many  Chapter  and  District  functions  over  the  years  it  became  obvious 
to  me  that  there  are  more  Companions  seated  for  the  Toast  to  Grand  Chapter  than  standing 
and  responding.  Discussion  with  many  members  of  Grand  Chapter  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  should  change  protocol  to  require  PAST  GRAND  CHAPTER  OFFICERS  to  rise  and 
respond  to  the  Toast  to  Grand  Chapter.  Following  Grand  Chapter  last  April  I  requested  our 
Grand  Lecturer  to  review  the  Pamphlet  on  Protocol,  for  compliance  with  our  new 
Constitution  as  well  as  with  established  practises  of  long  standing  and  to  incorporate  the 
aforementioned  change. 

This  review  was  done,  and  pointed  out  several  other  changes  that  we  should  affect,  mostly 
as  a  matter  of  courtesy  and  clarification.  They  rewrote  and  submitted  the  pamphlet  to  the 
Grand  Executive  on  February  25,  1 995  for  their  approval,  following  much  discussion  and 
subsequent  revision  it  has  been  approved  for  printing  and  distribution. 

I  ask  for  your  acceptance  and  support  in  accomplishing  these  changes. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  and  the  KEYSTONE: 

The  Public  Relations  Committee  has  given  hundreds  of  hours  of  their  time  and  have 
travelled  thousands  of  kilometres  to  be  present  at  many  Master  Masons  nights,  dedications 
and  presentations  arranged  by  various  Chapters.  They  have  been  tireless  in  dispensing 
assistance,  light  and  knowledge  to  others  on  your  behalf. 

This  Committee  is  working  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Committee  to  be  involved,  and  have  our 
display,  at  the  Ploughing  Match  this  fall.  They  will  require  volunteers  to  assist  with  this 
project.  Remember  we  are,  figuratively,  all  members  of  this  Committee  and  must  work  for 
the  good  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Please  stop  by  their  display  and  offer  your  assistance. 

The  Keystone,  your  communications  network  with  all  Companions  in  this  jurisdiction  has 
been  successfully  printed  and  distributed  to  all  Chapters.  Hopefully  by  now  it  has  been 
included  with  a  Summons  to  all  Companions,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  this  Committee  and 
the  Editor,  Ex.Comp.  Claude  Brodeur.  The  information  contained  within  the  Keystone  and 
its  effectiveness  depends  on  you  my  Companions,  your  submissions  of  articles  or  papers  is 
openly  solicited. 

Grand  Chapter  and  this  Committee  are  assessing  the  cost  of  including  one  publication  of  the 
Keystone,  per  year,  in  the  Ontario  Mason  Magazine,  that  we  might  reach  all  Masons  with 
the  news  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  We  encourage  your  comments  and  support  for  this 
project. 
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DISPENSATIONS: 

During  the  preceding  year  One  Hundred  and  Five  ( 1 05)  requests  for  dispensation  were 
received  from  our  several  Chapters.  Most  of  these  requests  were  pertaining  to  the  regular 
business  of  the  Chapter,  i.e.  to  open  at  a  time  other  than  stated  in  bylaws,  moving  or 
cancellation  of  meeting  nights,  to  advance  officers  for  especial  reasons,  to  hold  Joint 
Installations,  these  were  granted  without  question. 

A  request  was  received  to  relocate  a  Chapter's  place  of  meeting  because  of  the  sale  of  the 
building  in  which  they  resided,  we  investigated  this  situation  and  dispensation  was  allowed 
for  a  specified  period  until  we  resolve  this  problem. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  grant  dispensation  for  Master  Masons  nights,  Ladies  and/or  Family 
nights  and  other  special  functions  of  a  social  nature,  these  appear  to  be  on  the  rise. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  our  Chapters  visiting  with  the  Companions  and  Chapters  of  our  Sister 
Jurisdictions.  However,  remember  that  Dispensation  must  be  obtained  by  both  Chapters 
from  their  respective  Grand  Chapters  before  such  a  visit  can  occur. 

Several  requests  were  received  which  where  more  difficult  to  assess.  A  request  was  not 
granted  to  hold  a  Field  Day.  The  Constitution  is  quite  clear  on  this  subject.  Requests  were 
received,  for  permission  to  open  Chapter  with  less  than  the  stated  Quorum  of  nine  members. 
These  requests  were  not  granted. 

Your  Grand  Council  attended  several  Chapters  to  help  find  out  if  there  existed  within  their 
membership  enough  interest  to  warrant  the  Chapter  staying  in  existence.  Always,  the 
decision  was  to  assist  those  Chapters  however  possible  to  continue.  Sometimes  this  required 
having  members'  affiliate,  in  others  it  required,  and  still  does,  moral  support  and  attendance 
while  they  attempt  to  rebuild. 

A  request  was  made  of  the  Constitutional  Review  Committee,  to  consider  this  problem,  and, 
to  suggest  a  solution  to  Grand  Chapter  by  which  the  Grand  First  Principal  could  alleviate 
this  problem  of  a  quorum  for  a  specified  period.  This  would  allow  a  Chapter's  future  to  be 
investigated  and  also  allow  the  Chapter  to  open,  with  such  help  as  may  be  required,  to 
conduct  business,  to  ballot  on  new  applicants  and  to  confer  Degrees. 

The  Committee  has  submitted  a  Notice  of  Motion  for  this  purpose  entitled  CHAPTER 
UNDER  TRUSTEESHIP  and  I  strongly  recommend  its  acceptance. 

CONSTITUTION: 

One  of  the  hardest  decisions  which  had  to  be  made  this  year  was  the  disqualification  of  five 
(5)  Ex.  Companions  from  five  (5)  Districts  within  our  Jurisdiction,  from  seeking  the  office 
of,  or  being  confirmed  as  a  Grand  Superintendent.  This  disqualification  was  caused  by  the 
aspirant's  name  having  been  published  in  his  Chapters  Summons. 
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During  the  term  of  many  of  our  Past  Grand  First  Principals  mention  was  made  in  their 
address  of  this  practice,  and  many  warnings  were  given  as  to  the  consequences. 

During  the  rewriting  of  the  Constitution  which  was  passed  in  1992  a  penalty  was  imposed 
in  an  attempt  to  stop  this  practice.  We  have  instructed  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  the  last 
two  years  to  bring  up  this  subject  at  their  District  Meetings.  In  1994  a  sentence  was  added 
to  allow  for  the  investigation  of  such  incidence  to  discover  if  a  Chapter,  other  than  the 
Companions  own  Chapter,  had  published  his  name  in  an  attempt  to  cause  disqualification. 
In  all  cases,  this  was  not  a  factor. 

There  is  also,  clearly,  an  onus  on  the  Companion  seeking  office  to  advise  those  in  charge  of 
publications  not  to  reference  his  name  as  having  been  nominated  for,  or  seeking  election  to, 
a  Grand  Chapter  Office. 

The  period  of  these  Companions'  disability  will  end  with  the  confirmation  and  obligating 
of  the  Grand  Superintendents  elect  at  this  Grand  Convocation. 

Please  be  assured  it  is  not  our  intention  to  stifle  initiative  or  support  for  our  worthy 
Companions,  however  such  improper  solicitation  is  a  breach  of  the  Constitution. 

Companions  our  Constitution  is  the  Law,  which  we  have  all  sworn  to  maintain  and  uphold. 
Ignorance  of  the  Law  is  no  excuse.  If  we  do  not  adhere  to  the  Constitution,  be  assured, 
anarchy  will  prevail. 

GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS: 

Our  Grand  Superintendents,  as  the  direct  representative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  as 
the  voice  of  the  Companions  of  their  respective  District  at  Grand  Chapter,  bear  a  great 
responsibility.  Theirs  is  an  onerous  task.  We  require  that  they  submit  their  year  end  reports, 
to  Grand  Chapter,  by  January  3 1st.  This  requires  the  Chapters,  who  elected  them,  to  abide 
by  the  Constitution,  close  their  books,  audit  and  submit  their  reports,  as  required,  to  both 
Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Superintendent  in  January.  This  is  the  point  at  which  they 
must  prove  their  mettle,  by  satisfying  their  duties  to  Grand  Chapter  and  yet  trying  to  be 
diplomatic  with  their  Chapters.  In  most  cases  they  were  successful  and  deserve  the  praise 
and  accolades  of  Grand  Chapter  for  their  efforts. 

This  year  we  have  called  on  them  to  assess  and  recommend  action  on  several  subjects.  They 
have  discharged  these  special  duties,  assigned  to  them  by  Grand  Chapter,  with  dispatch  and 
represented  your  Grand  First  Principal  in  an  appropriate  manner. 

Always  when  any  member  of  your  Grand  Council  has  attended  within  their  District  they 
have  accompanied  us,  and  many  have  travelled  far  beyond  in  support  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Now  as  your  term  of  office  finishes,  to  each  of  you  I  say  "Thank  You,"  for  "ALL"  your 
efforts  and  I  solicit  the  continuance  of  your  Masonic  endeavour,  and  wish  for  you  good 
health  and  happiness  now  and  in  the  future. 
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AMALGAMATION: 

There  is  no  question  that  amalgamation  is  a  positive  step  in  keeping  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
alive,  and  preserving  the  Warrants  of  the  Amalgamating  Chapters.  In  the  minds  of  some  of 
the  Companions,  of  the  amalgamating  Chapters,  they  have  lost  their  autonomy  and  heritage. 
Finally,  their  ego  inhibits  clear  thinking,  to  the  extent  that  it  creates  problems  and  a  lack  of 
the  cooperation  required  to  make  the  Amalgamation  successful.  If  left  unchecked  this 
dissension  and  the  infighting  it  creates  will  eventually  destroy  a  Chapter.  A  resolution  to 
Change  the  Constitution  concerning  Amalgamation  has  been  submitted.  This  legislation,  if 
approved,  will  require  Grand  Chapter  to  investigate  closely,  all  applications  for 
amalgamation,  and  determine  if  in  effect  it  is  the  proper  action  to  be  taken.

Ceremony  was  performed  in  conjunction  with  the  Anniversary  Celebrations  of  Northern 
Lights  Chapter  in  Timmins. 

The  commitment  of  our  Brethren  and  Companions  in  this  small  northern  town  is  to  be 
commended.  Here,  as  in  much  of  rural  Ontario,  a  declining  industrial  base  and  reduced 
employment  opportunities  are  driving  our  work  force  and  young  people  to  the  more 
populated  areas  or  cities  to  find  work.  This  generates  a  tremendous  challenge  for  these 
Masons  just  to  keep  Masonry  alive. 

This  is  not  an  uncommon  problem  throughout  our  Jurisdiction,  but  in  most  cases  in  Northern 
Ontario  there  is  usually  not  another  Chapter  within  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  with  whom  they 
could  join.

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  respectfully  present  the  Financial  Statements  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  as  at  February  28th,  1995,  and  the  results  of  the  operation  for  the  year  ended  on 
that  date.  These  statements  have  been  duly  audited  by  our  Auditors,  the  firm  of  Doane 
Raymond,  in  particular  out  of  their  Hamilton  office,  who  have  given  us  a  sound  Auditors' 
Report.  Let  me  note  for  the  record  that  we  have  received  a  clean  Report,  subject  to  the 
usual  notation  with  respect  to  the  verification  of  fund  receipts,  which  is  the  norm  for 
Charitable  Organizations  that  derive  revenue  from  many  direct  contributions  from 
individuals  and  the  community  at  large.  We  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  able  to  engage  this 
firm,  and  draw  on  their  partners  and  staff  who  have  a  wealth  of  experience  in  auditing 
many  Masonic  entries.  These  statements  have  also  been  approved  by  the  Grand  Executive 
and  the  Finance  Committee. 

These  financial  statements  reflect  the  sound  financial  health  in  which  our  governing  body 
stands.  R.Ex.Comp.  Vern  Young,  in  his  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  has  comments 
about  the  results  of  the  operations  for  the  year.  R.Ex.Comp.  Harold  Hubbell,  in  his  report 
of  the  Investments  Committee,  has  comments  about  the  investment  portfolio,  and  the 
resulting  earnings  it  generates.  It  only  remains  for  me  to  highlight  certain  other  aspects  of 
these  statements. 

Working  capital,  an  important  measure  of  health  of  an  organization,  increased  again  this 
year  by  $532.00.  Our  net  financial  position  from  operations,  which  measures  another  facet 
of  the  capital  available  to  fund  the  operation,  increased  by  $4,999.00.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers,  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

The  Finance  Committee  held  three  meetings  during  the  past  fiscal  year.  At  each  meeting 
the  financial  statements  were  reviewed  and  compared  to  budget.  In  each  instance  receipts 
were  close  to  budget  and  expenses  were  lower. 

The  financial  statements  for  the  year  ending  February  28,  1995  show  the  general  fund 
receipts  of  $115,928.00  and  expenses  of  $114,476.00,  leaving  a  net  surplus  of  $1,452.00. 
Details  are  contained  in  the  statements  of  the  General  Treasurer  and  confirmed  in  the 
Auditor's  report. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer,  on  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  has  submitted  a  notice  of 
motion  proposing  revised  fees  for  dispensations,  warrants  and  certificates,  to  more 
accurately  reflect  present  day  costs.  Per-Capita  fees  for  the  years  1994  and  1995  were 
established  by  Grand  Chapter  in  1993.  There  is  no  proposed  increase  for  these  fees  at 
present. 

The  Insurance  portfolio  of  Grand  Chapter  is  being  reviewed  by  the  Committee,  with  a  view 
of  expanding  the  liability  coverage.  The  Committee  has  had  insufficient  time  to  assess  the 
proposals  and  to  make  recommendations. 

Declining  membership  continues  to  be  of  grave  concern  to  the  Committee.  Statistics  show 
a  loss  of  2,445  members  during  the  five  year  period  from  1990  to  1994. 

A  balanced  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1995/96  of  $1 13,675.00,  for  receipts  and  expenses 
is  recommended  for  your  consideration.  This  represents  an  increase  of  2.7%,  which  we 
believe  to  be  realistic  and  will  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the  operation  of  Grand  Chapter 
for  the  forthcoming  year. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  again  expresses  appreciation  to  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  and 
Grand  Treasure  for  their  skill  and  dedication  in  managing  the  financial  affairs  of  Grand 
Chapter.

We  have  audited  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario  as  at  February  28,  1995  and  the  statements  of  revenue  and 
expenses,  general  fund  balance  and  the  general  fund  statement  of  changes  in  financial 
position  for  the  year  then  ended.  These  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
organizations'  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  financial 
statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  whether 
the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of  adjustments,  if  any,  which  we  might  have 
determined  to  be  necessary  had  we  been  able  to  satisfy  ourselves  concerning  the 
completeness  of  revenues  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  these  financial  statements 
present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  organization  as  at 
February  28,  1995  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial  position 
for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  comparative  figures  for  1994  are  based  upon  financial  statements  which  were 
reported  on  by  another  chartered  accountant.

As  we  stand  at  the  threshold  completing  another  year  of  service  to  our  Royal  Craft,  it  is 
timely  to  reflect  on  achievements  accomplished  not  only  during  the  past  year  but  over  the 
past  thirteen  years  since  M.Ex.Comp.  Gordon  H.  Stuart,  the  Grand  First  Principal  at  that 
time,  instituted  the  Medical  Research  Fund,  popularly  styled  "Release  a  Miracle",  to 
commemorate  the  125th  Anniversary  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

But,  before  proceeding  Most  Excellent  Sir,  your  Committee  acknowledges  with  gratitude, 
and  some  degree  of  pride,  the  opportunity  to  serve  this  Grand  Chapter  in  a  genuine 
humanitarian  undertaking  to  ease  the  anxiety  of  our  fellow  man,  his  family  and  loved  ones. 
Indeed,  through  our  participation  in  the  field  of  medical  research,  we  are  succeeding  in  our 
goal  to  make  much  needed  financing  available  to  the  doctors,  scientists,  hospital,  institutions 
etc.  as  they  strive  to  extend  the  longevity  and  well  being  of  man.  To  that  end,  it  is  heart 
warming  to  learn  from  some  of  the  recipients  of  our  awards  that  progress  is  being  made  in 
certain  specific  areas  of  research  which  we  support.  We  are  encouraged  by  these  reports  and 
pass  on  their  words  of  appreciation  to  those  Companions  who  continue  to  support  this 
project.  The  Committee  is  most  grateful  for  that  dedication  and  manifestation  of  concern 
evidenced  by  both  the  donors  and  recipients. 

102'In  my  report  presented  at  Grand  Convocation  in  Ottawa  last  year,  the  passing  from  our 
midst  in  February  1994  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  Dr.  Fraser  Hay,  an  esteemed  member 
of  the  Committee,  was  recorded.  To  those  who  did  not  know  "Fraser"  as  we  affectionately 
came  to  know  him,  his  biography  is  well  documented  in  the  1994  Proceedings  by  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Charles  W.  Emmett,  Past  Grand  Z.  I  commend  the  reading  of  that  "In 
Memoriam"  to  you,  in  particular  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph,  and  I  quote"one 
who  remained  steadfast  in  his  Masonic  faith",  end  of  quote.  Companions,  those  sentiments 
are  made  manifest  in  the  following  excerpt  from  a  letter  dated  July  1 994  to  the  Grand  Scribe 
Ezra  from  J.  Robert  Cowan  of  the  firm  Harrison  and  Elwood,  solicitors  for  the  estate  of  the 
late  Dr.  Hay: 

"To  pay  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  to  establish  a  Memorial  Fund  to  the  memory 
of  Dr.  Fraser  Hay  and  Mrs.  Gertrude  Hay,  the  income  from  the  Fund  to  be  paid  one-third 
(1/3)  to  the  Bursary  Fund  and  two-thirds  (2/3)  to  the  Medical  Research  Fund  "Release  a 
Miracle" 

The  absence  of  his  kindly  disposition  and  wise  counsel  is  keenly  felt  by  this  Committee  but, 
through  this  act  of  benevolence,  his  memory  will  be  a  keepsake  for  those  of  us  whose 
privilege  it  was  to  know  and  work  with  him. 
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And  now  Most  Excellent  Sir,  I  present  this  account  of  our  stewardship  for  the  past  year.  Our 
goal  of  $25,000.00  to  accelerate  the  fund  to  the  $325,000.00  plateau  fell  considerably  short 
of  our  projections  coming  in  at  just  a  little  over  $7,500.00.  Although  fewer  donations  were 
received,  it  is  especially  disappointing  to  record  that  during  the  year  some  Districts  made 
only  minimal  contributions  while  others  did  not  participate  at  all.  This  matter  is  of  concern 
to  the  committee  and  will  be  receiving  attention  in  our  desire  to  maintain  and  hopefully 
expand  our  awards  program  in  succeeding  years.  Companions,  as  the  members  of  our 
society  continue  to  move  along  the  corridors  of  time  into  the  byways  of  the  "sear  and  yellow 
leaf  of  old  age",  there  is  much  we  can  do  to  brighten  their  horizons  and  make  life  more 
meaningful  and  more  comfortable  for  them.  The  challenge  for  us  is  ever  present. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  we  hasten  to  extend  thanks  and  words  of  appreciation  to  all 
those  who  faithfully  continue  to  support  the  program.  Your  dedication  and  loyalty  is 
recognized  and  sincerely  appreciated. 

Two  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  at  which  time  the  membership  was  reviewed, 
awards  allocated,  expenses  approved  and  a  modest  overall  target  of  $25,000.00  again 
established  for  the  forthcoming  year.  Members  were  kept  informed  on  other  matters  of 
interest  by  way  of  telephone  and  through  the  medium  of  correspondence.  The  assistance  of 
the  Grand  Superintendents  was  enlisted  and,  at  a  briefing  held  with  them  prior  to  their 
meeting  with  the  Grand  Lecturer  at  Grand  Convocation  in  Ottawa,  copies  of  original  aims 
and  purposes,  trust  document  registered  with  the  department  of  National  Revenue,  Ottawa, 
complete  statistical  report  of  contributions  received  from  Chapters  and  Districts,  awards 
made  from  inception  of  the  program,  together  with  a  listing  of  the  investment  portfolio  and 
a  copy  of  the  Chairman's  report  were  given  to  them.  Copies  of  those  documents  were 
subsequently  mailed  to  the  District  Chairmen  with  specific  instructions  for  liaising  with  their 
counterparts  at  the  Chapter  level  in  the  promotion  of  our  program. 

One  new  application  for  assistance  covering  research  in  the  field  of  Calcium  Metabolism 
was  received  from  a  Dr.  E.R.  Yendt  of  Queen's  University,  Kingston  General  Hospital, 
Kingston,  Ontario.  After  referral  to  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr.  Peter  Camerson,  a  member  of  the 
Committee,  we  were  able  to  include  Dr.  Yendt's  request  in  this  years  award  program.

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Most  Excellent  Sir,  with  our  investment  portfolio  presently  at  $303,000.00,  total 
awards  made  to  date  are  equivalent  to  about  80%  of  donations  made  to  the  fund 
since  the  program  was  started.  Your  Committee,  and  I  am  sure  the  Members  of  the 
Grand  Executive  are  gratified  with  the  financial  support  that  has  been  forthcoming 
from  the  Companions  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  will  no  doubt  want 
to  join  with  us  in  saying  a  very  sincere  "Thank  You"  for  their  participation  in  a  just 
cause. 

During  the  past  year  Humber  Memorial  Hospital  erected  a  plaque  in  the  donor 
recognition  centre  of  the  hospital  and  we  are  pleased  to  advise  that,  in  recognition 
of  our  efforts,  contributing  $13,000.00,  the  name  "The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario"  is  inscribed  thereon  along  with 
the  names  of  corporate  and  other  donors  of  note.  We  should  mention  here  again 
that  our  name  is  also  inscribed  on  the  donor  recognition  plate  erected  in  the 
vestibule  of  the  John  P.  Robarts  Research  Institute  in  London,  Ontario.

L.  William  Dixon  will  expire.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  V.Ex.Comp.

V.Ex.Comp.  Dixon  is  the  only  active  member  who  has  served  on  the  Committee 
from  the  outset  in  1982.  During  that  time,  until  a  year  ago,  he  acted  as  Secretary 
recording  donation  and  preparing  the  statistical  report  by  Chapter  and  District  of 
all  contributions  made  to  the  Fund.  On  the  expiry  of  his  membership  a  replacement 
could  be  trained  to  carry  on  his  work.  He  has  now  informed  us  of  his  desire  to  step 
aside.  Accordingly,  after  some  deliberations,  the  Committee  is  prepared  to  respect 
his  wishes  knowing  that,  as  he  moves  to  the  status  of  an  Honorary  Member  of  the 
Committee,  his  input,  on  a  less  demanding  basis,  will  still  be  available.  As  a 
replacement,  your  Committee  recommends  that  R.Ex.Comp.  Herbert  Ovas  Wagg 
be  elected  to  fill  that  vacancy  for  a  term  of  two  years  to  expire  in  April  1997.

REPORT  OF  THE  BURSARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

I  would  first  supply  you  with  an  activity  report  and  statistical  information  as  to  the  status  of 
the  Committee's  effort  in  regard  to  our  mandate. 

Donations  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  at  the  end  of  February  1995  have  been  reported  to 
this  Chairman  to  be  in  the  area  of  $12,000.00.  A  total  of  38  applications  for  assistance  were 
approved  by  the  Committee  for  a  total  of  $10,250.00.  These  grants  varied  from  $150.00  to 
$500.00  depending  upon  the  year  the  student  was  in. 

The  students  were  sponsored  by  twenty-five  different  Chapters  attended  twenty-three 
different  educational  institutions.  College  and  Universities  were  located  not  only  in  Ontario 
but  in  Nova  Scotia,  Calgary  and  New  York. 

I  would  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  Vice  Chairman,  V.Ex.Comp.  David 
Laskey  for  all  the  work  he  has  done  and  for  providing  the  above  information.  David  stepped 
into  a  role  that  I  should  have  taken  except  for  a  bout  with  some  medical  problems  which 
lasted  for  over  three  months  but  are  now  successfully  ended. 

The  problem  of  getting  cheques  to  applicants  following  approval  by  the  Committee  has 
always  been  there  but  until  this  year  has  not  been  a  major  thorn.  With  more  applicants 
coming  from  the  Colleges  and  more  of  the  students  spending  some  of  the  school  year 
working  as  part  of  the  course,  as  well  as  the  semester  system  being  far  more  frequent  it  has 
become  difficult  to  track  the  student  down  when  the  cheque  is  sent  to  the  Committee 
member  for  presentation.  As  a  result,  an  abnormally  high  number  of  cheques  have  come 
back  to  Grand  Chapter  and  required  reissue.

Another  very  difficult  matter  is  the  failure  of  the  First  Principals,  Scribes  Ezra,  and  District 
Bursary  Chairmen  or  the  Grand  Superintendent  to  supply  the  information  required  on  the 
back  of  the  application  form.  This  Committee  has  no  other  way  of  determining  the  need  of 
the  applicant.  We  have  in  some  cases  found  the  information  to  be  misleading  ie.  a  student 
whose  father  is  in  a  high  earning  profession  is  difficult  to  imagine  to  be  in  need. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  held  on  February  25,  1995  these  problems  were 
discussed  and  certain  solutions  were  approved. 

Commencing  immediately,  when  an  application  for  a  bursary  is  received  by  the  Committee 
it  will  be  looked  into  within  a  week  or  two  of  its  receipt.  If  it  is  completely  filled  out  with 
all  the  required  information  provided.  If  the  applicant  is  registered  at  the  educational  facility 
named,  If  the  First  Principal  and  Scribe  Ezra  of  the  sponsoring  Chapter  have  provided  the 
required  information  to  the  Committee,  and  the  application  has  the  blessing  of  the  Grand 
Superintendent  or  his  requisite  Chairman,  the  cheque  will  go  out  to  the  Grand 
Superintendent  for  presentation  by  him  or  his  designate  immediately  on  approval. 

All  of  the  above  happening  is  dependent  upon  the  blessing  of  the  Grand  Superintendent.  He 
will  be  responsible  to  see  that  the  student  is  registered  at  the  educational  facility,  and  above 
all,  will  be  the  person  the  Committee  will  look  to  for  the  information  that  the  student  is  in 
need  of  the  help. 

The  cheque  will  be  made  payable  to  the  applicant  only  and  we  recommend  that  it  is 
presented  at  a  meeting  of  the  sponsoring  Chapter.  If  possible  that  there  be  some  notice  of 
the  presentation  given  in  the  Summons.  Should  it  be  possible  to  have  some  press  coverage, 
it  would  go  a  long  way  to  getting  our  light  out  from  under  the  basket.  Meeting  such  as 
Master  Mason's  Nights,  Anniversary  Celebrations  and  the  like  are  also  very  good  times  for 
these  presentations,  but  no  undue  delays  in  getting  the  money  to  a  needy  student  should 
result. 

This  method  of  dealing  with  applications  as  they  are  received  will  necessitate  our  capital 
investments  providing  us  with  a  fairly  even  flow  of  interest  income  over  the  entire  year.  This 
is  particularly  true  as  we  have  determined  that  we  will  use  only  the  interest  income  for 
awards  and  turn  this  fund  into  a  truly  Capital  Fund.  Our  Grand  Treasurer  has  assured  me  that 
we  are  now  in  a  position  where  a  consistent  flow  of  income  is  a  fact  and  that  our  solutions 
to  the  problems  previously  encountered  will  in  fact  be  possible. 

Companions,  I  will  be  stepping  down  as  Chairman  of  the  Bursary  Committee  at  the  close 
of  this  Convocation  and  I  know  the  new  Chairman  selected  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  will 
lead  this  Committee  to  further  and  greater  successes.  I  have  agreed  with  the  Grand  First 
Principal  to  accept  other  duties  on  your  behalf  and  I  look  forward  with  much  excitement  to 
continued  service  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  Alan  Walker  and  to  you. 

During  the  three  years  I  have  been  privileged  to  serve  this  Committee  of  our  Grand  Chapter 
much  has  been  accomplished.  You  have  more  than  doubled  the  amount  in  the  Capital  Fund 
and  have  enabled  the  Fund  now  to  be  treated  as  a  Capital  Fund.  This  will  allow  a  much 
faster  build  up  of  interest  earning  potential.  The  awareness  of  the  Bursary  Fund  and  the 
knowledge  of  it  has  increased  many  fold. 
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None  of  this  could  have  been  accomplished  without  the  help  and  encouragement  of  so  very 
many  dedicated  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  their  wives.  I  have  been  told  that  there  is  danger 
in  naming  those  to  whom  appreciation  is  owed,  for  someone  may  be  left  out.  If  I  do  that,  I 
am  confident  of  their  forgiveness  for  they  know  it  is  unintentional. 

I  have  worked  with  Committee  Members  of  unparalleled  dedication  and  their  names 
included  are  at  the  end  of  this  report.  We  have  had  the  help  of  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Edward  Elcombe  and  his  wife  Marg,  as  well  as  our  new  Grand  Scribe  Ezra.  Before  assuming 
his  present  duties  Right  Excellent  Companion  Melvyn  Duke  served  on  this  Committee.  Our 
advisor  has  always  been  Most  Excellent  Companion  Charles  Emmett  and  he  has  always 
been  there  to  help  and  advise.  Most  Excellent  Companion  G.  Robert  Jackson  and  his  good 
wife  Dorothy  were  a  tower  of  strength  to  me  and  this  Committee.

We  now  have  this  year  a  registered 
Masonic  Charity  in  Nova  Scotia.  R.Ex.Comp.  Ronald  Mink  is  right  in  that  we  have  for  a 
number  of  years  we  have  made  donations  to  the  Bursary  Fund.  Once  again,  it  is  our 
pleasure  to  give  to  him  a  donation.  I  would  ask  to  you  to  accept  this  cheque.  Applause.

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution,  Laws  and  Jurisprudence  has  been  kept  quite  busy  this 
Capitular  Masonic  Year.  Requests  for  amendments  to  the  By-laws  of  Constituent  Chapters 
were  received  from  nine  Chapters.  The  applications  have  been  reviewed  and  this 
Committee  has  recommended  to  the  Grand  First  Principal  that  he  approve  five  of  the 
applications  as  presented.  A  sixth  application  with  certain  changes  is  recommended  for 
approval.  The  Committee  has  been  unable  to  recommend  the  approval  of  the  applications 
of  two  of  the  Chapters.  The  Committee  has  not  formulated  an  opinion  on  the  merit  of  the 
proposed  amendments,  but  rather  does  not  have  sufficient  information  to  proceed  with  a 
proper  review.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  advise  these  two  Chapters 
that  their  applications  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Committee  upon  receipt  of  the  necessary 
information.  One  application  is  pending  review. 
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As  well,  the  Committee  has  been  apprised  of  forty-six  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  The  Committee  find  that  the  proposed  amendments, 
as  published  and  distributed,  do  not  conflict  with  the  existing  Constitution.

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GRAND  LECTURER'S  REPORT 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  report  that  we  have  made,  in  our  opinion,  many  improvements 
to  assist  the  Grand  Superintendents  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

With  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra,  the  Chairman  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry,  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  above  all,  the  Constitution,  we  have  completely 
reviewed  and  revised  the  Manual  of  Instruction,  so  that  it  not  only  outlines  the  exact  duties 
of  the  Grand  Superintendent,  according  to  the  Constitution,  but  also,  becomes  a  more 
effective  tool  for  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

In  particular,  we  have  stressed  the  importance  of  timely  completion  and  submission  of  his 
Official  Chapter  Visit  Report,  and  Interim  Report  and  the  Annual  Report. 

Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  urging  of  Chapter  Officers  to  avoid  the  delay  in  receiving  not 
only  visitors,  but  also  Grand  Chapter  Officers. 

In  addition  we  have  stressed  that  the  personal  introduction  of  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  shall 
only  include,  the  Present  Elected  and  Appointed  Grand  Chapter  Officers.  All  others 
accompanying  the  Officer  being  received,  shall  be  introduced  as  Distinguished  Past  Grand 
Chapter  Officers. 

With  regards  to  the  instruction  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  -  Elect,  we  find  it  will  be  more 
beneficial  to  them  in  the  completion  of  their  duties,  if  their  Secretaries  attend  the  same 
meeting.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  approve  that  these 
Secretaries  attend  the  meeting  on  April  27,  1995  and  that  the  Scribe  Ezra  program  be  re- 
directed to  meeting  with  the  Scribe  Ezras  of  the  Constituent  Chapters. 

It  was  also  approved  by  the  Grand  Executive  Committee,  that  the  Manual  of  Instruction  be 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Superintendents,  upon  the  election  of  his  successor.  He  would  then 
review  the  manual  with  the  Grand  Superintendent  -  Elect  and  his  Secretary.  When 
completed  give  the  manual  to  the  Grand  Superintendent  -  Elect  for  further  study  thus 
enabling  him  and  his  Secretary  to  come  to  the  Meeting  of  Instruction  prior  to  his  Installation 
better  prepared  to  participate  and  ask  questions. 

Having  included  both  the  Grand  Superintendent  and  the  Grand  Superintendent  -  Elect  in  our 
Meeting  of  Instruction  last  year  we  have  decided  that  it  will  be  more  beneficial  to  only  have 
the  Grand  Superintendents  -  Elect,  their  Secretaries,  invited  Chairmen  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Charities  and  the  Chairman  for  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  (for  the  time  allotted  to 
make  their  presentations)  as  well  as  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  and  the  Grand  Council  participate 
in  our  meeting. 
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We  have  also  reviewed  the  Book  of  Protocol  which  will  now  become  the  Protocol  and 
Etiquette  Manual. 

This  review  has  been  made  to  ensure  that  we  have  consistency  with  our  Craft  Masonry  and 
therefore  the  use  of  the  book  "Meeting  The  Challenge"  and  our  Constitution  have  ensured 
that  we  have  met  that  criteria. 

Some  changes  that  you  will  note  are;  the  introduction  of  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  when 
Present  and  Past  Grand  Chapter  Officers  stand  for  toasts,  participation  by  Present  and  Past 
Grand  Chapter  Officers  in  Grand  Honours  and  in  particular  the  preparation  of  a  Divine 
Service. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  steps  taken  will  greatly  improve  the  assistance  required  by  our 
Grand  Superintendents  to  become  more  effective  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  Grand  Executive  Meeting  held  in  Hamilton  on 
February  25,  1995  both  the  Grand  Superintendents  Manual  of  Instruction  and  the  Protocol 
and  Etiquette  Manual  as  amended  were  approved  for  publication  and  distribution. 

We  are  also  investigating  the  possibility  of  having  Regional  Meetings  to  further  assist  the 
Grand  Superintendents,  as  well  as  the  Companions  in  their  Districts. 

In  addition  we  have  now  prepared  the  first  draft  of  an  updated  "Manual  for  Chapter 
Officers"  with  an  objective  of  having  it  completed  prior  to  or  soon  after  the  ensuing  Grand 
Chapter  Convocation.

2.  STYLE  AND  TITLE  OF  GRAND  CHAPTER 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  now 
existing,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  Grand  Chapter,  shall  continue  to  exist  under  the  same 
name,  style  and  title.  The  use  of  the  Seal  of  Grand  Chapter,  whether  in  printed  or  imprinted 
form,  shall  only  be  as  prescribed  by  this  Constitution.

3.  SEAL  OF  GRAND  CHAPTER 

The  following  is  the  seal  of  Grand  Chapter  as  hitherto  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter. 


The  seal  of  Grand  Chapter  consists  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  Grand  Chapter  within  a  circular 
border  on  which  is  inscribed  the  words:

PROVINCE  OF  ONTARIO

4.  COAT  OF  ARMS  OF  GRAND  CHAPTER 

The  following  is  the  Coat  of  Arms  as  hitherto  adopted  by  Grand  Chapter. 
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The  Coat  of  Arms  of  Grand  Chapter  consists  of: 

Arms:  Per  pale,  dexter  per  fess  Gules  and  Argent,  in  chief  on  a  chevron  between  three 
Castles  Argent  a  pair  of  Compasses  extended  Stable,  in  base  a  Beaver  proper;  sinister 
quarterly  Azure  and  Or,  a  Cross  quarterly  Argent  and  Vert,  between  in  the  first  quarter  a 
Lion  rampant  Or,  in  the  second  an  Ox  passant  Sable,  in  the  third  a  Man  with  hands  elevated 
proper,  vested  Vert,  the  robe  Crimson  lined  with  Ermine,  and  in  the  fourth  an  Eagle,  dis- 
played also  Or;  the  dexter  side  of  the  shield  is  formed  by  an  ear  of  corn  (wheat),  the  sinister 
by  an  olive  branch  (sprig  of  acacia). 

Crest:  A  representation  of  an  Ark,  supported  on  either  side  by  a  Cherub  proper,  with  the 
inscription  over  in  Hebrew  characters,  "Holiness  to  the  Lord." 

Supporters:  On  either  side  a  Cherub  proper 
Motto:  Audi,  Vide,  Tace. 

The  use  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  limited  to  the  Grand  Chapter  office, 
Members  of  the  Grand  Council  as  hereafter  described,  and  Past  Grand  First  Principals  of  this 
Grand  Chapter.  Moved 

5.  STANDARD  LOGO 

The  formal  logotype  of  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  in  this  form  and  shape  (regardless  of  size) 
and  shall  consist  of  the  form  of  a  Keystone.  On  the  front,  a  circle,  with  the  letters  H.T. 
W.S.S.T.K.S.  around  it. 


The  standard  logo  of  Grand  Chapter  may  be  used  on  all  correspondence  of  Present  and  Past 
Grand  Chapter  Officers.

(ii)  The  investment  portfolios  shall  be  kept  separate  for  a  period  of  two 
(2)  years. 

(iii)  Interest  from  such  accounts  may  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the 
Amalgamated  Chapter's  General  Account. 

(iv)  All  other  monies  become  part  of  the  Amalgamated  Chapter's  General  Ac 
count. 

(k)  Following  such  amalgamation,  the  Grand  First  Principal  or  his  successor,  shall  file  with 
the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  all  papers  in  his  possession  relating  thereto. 

(1)  Withdrawal. 

If  it  is  deemed  desirable,  within  a  period  of  two  (2)  years,  one  of  the  Chapters  may 
petition  the  Grand  First  Principal  for  permission  to  withdraw  from  the 
amalgamation.

The  life 
members  not  withdrawing  their  portion  shall  form  part  of  their  New  Chapter's  life 
membership  fund. 

(iii)  From  their  Investment  Portfolio,  withdraw  an  amount  for  each  of  their  life 
members  withdrawing  from  the  amalgamation,  an  amount  determined  by  dividing 
their  fund  equally  by  the  number  of  living  members  of  their  Chapter.  The  mem- 
bers not  withdrawing  their  portion  shall  form  part  of  their  New  Chapter's  Invest- 
ment Portfolio  fund.

Three  of  these  applications 
were  approved,  two  were  returned  to  the  sponsoring  Chapter  for  more  information  and  in 
the  case  of  the  sixth,  the  applicant's  financial  picture  changed  and  the  request  for  assistance 
was  withdrawn  by  the  Scribe  Ezra  of  the  Chapter  involved.  We  are  continuing  our  support 
of  two  senior  widows  of  deceased  Companions. 

The  total  amount  expended  during  this  past  year  is  $1950.00.  At  the  Grand  Convocation  in 
1994,  R.Ex.Comp.  Ian  Montague  graciously  extended  an  invitation  to  our  Committee  to 
address  the  Grand  Superintendents  Elect.  A  form  was  presented  detailing  as  to  how  each 
Grand  Superintendent's  Chairman  of  Benevolence  might  make  each  Chapter  more  aware  of 
the  assistance  that  Grand  Chapter  is  prepared  to  extend  to  Companions  or  their  widows,  who 
are  in  distress.  I  hope  that  the  fact  that  we  had  a  slight  increase  in  applications  indicates  that 
this  program  is  beginning  to  work.  We  shall  continue  to  build  on  this  small  success. 

As  this  Convocation  marks  the  end  of  my  appointed  period  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Benevolence,  I  would  like  to  offer  to  the  Grand  First  Principal,  my  resignation  from  this 
Committee,  and  thereby  relinquish  my  duties  as  Chairman.

Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
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To  you  Most  Excellent  Sir,  we  the  Committee  wish  to  thank  you  for  appointing  us  to  the 
Committee  for  Grand  Representatives  in  our  Grand  Chapter  and  I  thank  you  for  once  again 
appointing  me  as  the  Chairman.  This  Committee  coordinates  activities  between  the  Grand 
Representatives  of  our  own  Grand  Chapter  with  the  representatives  of  our  Sister 
Jurisdictions. 

This  Committee  was  formed  in  1992  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  since  that  time  has 
been  an  integral  part  of  our  Grand  Chapter.

It  is  with  sadness  we  record  the  death  of  two  of  our  Past  Grand  First  Principals  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Dr.  Fraser  Hay,  February  20th,  1994  and  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Leo.  J.  Gent,  April  12th,  1994.  We  are  poorer  for  their  untimely  departures  from  our  midst 
but  the  richer  for  having  known  them. 

In  the  Masonic  Building,  Dufferin  Avenue,  London,  a  Masonic  Memorial  service  was  held 
under  the  auspicious  of  Merrill  Lodge  No  344  G.R.C.  Nilestown  for  R.Wor.Bro.  and  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Leo  J.  Gent  Past  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

This  memorable  memorial  service  was  attended  by  Grand  Council  and  numerous  Grand 
Chapter  Officers  of  Present  and  Past  Rank  together  with  many  Companions. 

R.Ex.Comp.  Rev.  Dr.  Aaron  R.  Orr,  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  gave  a  most  touching  and 
heartfelt  eulogy  with  respect  to  M.Ex.Comp.  Leo  J.  Gent. 

A  special  night  was  called  by  Grand  Chapter  for  September  26th,  1994  at  Lebanon  Chapter 
No.  220  G.R.C.  Etobicoke  to  invest,  by  the  Grand  First  Principal,  R.Ex.Comp.  Melvyn  J. 
Duke  as  Grand  Scribe  Ezra.  R.Ex.Comp.  Melvyn  J.  Duke,  a  Past  Grand  Superintendent  of 
Toronto  District  8A  succeeds  M.Ex.Comp.  Edward  W.  Elcombe  who  held  the  office  of 
Grand  Scribe  Ezra  with  distinction  for  some  six  and  one  half  years. 

On  April  23rd,  1994  Warkworth  Chapter  No.  1 10  G.R.C.  Warkworth,  Ontario  District  No. 
10,  celebrated  its  100th.  Anniversary  attended  by  members  of  Grand  Council. 

The  first  meeting  of  Warkworth  Chapter  was  held  in  the  Percy  Lodge  rooms,  the  Humphries 
Block  -  Main  Street,  on  January  the  24th,  1894,  sponsored  by  Excelsior  Chapter  No.  45 
G.R.C.  Colbome,  to  Install  the  Officers.  The  Installed  First  Principal  being  Ex.Comp.  Israel 
Humphries. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Ex.Comp.  I.  Humphries  was  Installed  as  Worshipful  Master  of 
Percy  Lodge  No.  1 6 1  G.R.C.,  Warkworth  at  its  first  meeting  in  1 864  and  nine  times  to  1 89 1 . 
After  being  Installed  as  First  Principal  in  1 894  Ex.Comp.  Humphries  was  installed  as  First 
Principal  for  five  more  terms  to  1910. 

The  first  meeting  of  Warkworth  Chapter  in  the  present  building  Main  Street,  Warkworth  was 
held  in  February  1928.  In  1955  it  was  discovered  the  Lodge  Room  used  for  Royal  Arch 
purposes,  had  never  been  dedicated  by  Grand  Chapter.  On  September  1 3th,  1955  the  Grand 
Officers  of  Grand  Chapter,  M.Ex.Comp.  John  House,  Grand  Z;  R.Ex.Comp.  Maurice  Searle, 
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Grand  J.  and  R.Ex.Comp.  Harry  Ewing,  Grand  Superintendent,  Ontario  District  No.  10, 
undertook  the  dedication  ceremonies.  The  First  Principal  being  Ex.Comp.  William  Tumey. 

St.  John's  Chapter  No.  3,  London  District  No.  2,  celebrated  its  150th  Anniversary  on  May 
25th,  1 994  with  the  Grand  Council  in  attendance. 

In  1840  the  first  postage  stamp  appeared  in  Great  Britain  and  London  (Ontario)  was 
incorporated  as  a  Police  Village.  The  83rd.  Regiment  of  Foot  was  transferred  to  Hamilton, 
leaving  a  number  of  civilian  Masons  who  had  been  initiated  into  Freemasonry  via  the 
Military  Lodge  No.  83  G.R.I. 

In  1 84 1  these  brethren  applied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  for  a  Lodge  Warrant  to 
consecrate  a  permanent  Lodge  in  London  (Ontario)  under  the  name  of  St.  John  and  later  that 
year  a  Warrant  No.  209  was  issued  to  Bros.  Samuel  Peters,  Jerimiah  H.  Joyce  and  William 
Gunn.  Military  Lodge  No.  83  having  now  moved  to  Fort  York  the  certificate  was  sent  to 
Toronto  and  received  by  Wor.Bro.  Alexander  Barker,  the  Worshipful  Master.  Wor.Bro. 
Barker  travelled  to  London  and  on  October  2nd,  1 882  opened  the  Lodge  and  installed  the 
Officers. 

It  is  Samuel  Peters  who  appears  to  be  the  prime  mover  in  the  beginnings  of  St.  John's  Lodge 
No.  209  and  St.  John's  Chapter,  the  first  meetings  being  held  at  Balkwell's  Hotel  at  the 
corner  of  King  and  Talbot  Streets.  In  1843  the  Brethren  of  St.  John's  Lodge  No.  209  applied 
to  Ireland  for  a  Charter  to  establish  a  Royal  Arch  Mason's  Chapter  in  London  (Ontario)  in 
what  was  now  Canada  West. 

On  May  12th,  1844  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland  issued  a  Royal  Arch 
Warrant  numbered  209  to  a  number  of  local  Freemasons  including  John  McDowell  and 
Samuel  Peters.  The  First  Principal  was  John  McDowell  in  1 844.  It  is  to  be  noted  the  new 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  bore  the  same  name  and  number  of  the  sponsoring  Lodge  which  is  still 
the  traditional  method  today  of  numbering  Chapters  in  both  England  and  Ireland.  The 
number  allocated  to  the  Chapter  therefore  bears  no  relation  to  the  historical  sequence  of  the 
Chapter  concerned. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  came  into  existence  at  Hamilton,  Canada  West,  on  January 
20th,  1 857.  It  was  a  marriage  of  great  convenience  for  before  this  date  the  District  Chapters 
owed  allegiance  to  any  one  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  England,  Scotland  and  Ireland.  At  this 
meeting  in  Hamilton  the  Grand  Officers  were  installed  by  the  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Czar 
Jones  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  and  declared  "The  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  duly  formed".  It  was  also  at  this  meeting  that  St.  John's  Chapter  became 
No.  3  on  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada.  Chapter  No.  1  being  Ancient  Frontenac  and 
Cataraqui  of  Kingston  and  Chapter  No.  2  the  Hiram  of  Hamilton.  Ex.Comp.  William 
Daniell,  Haggai  of  St.  John's  Chapter,  became  the  first  Grand  Scribe  Nehemiah  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada. 

The  author,  V.Ex.Comp.  James  Finch,  of  the  history  of  St.  John's  Chapter  No.  3  G.R.C. 
presented  at  the  celebration  of  their  1 50th  Anniversary  of  the  Chapter  is  to  be  congratulated 
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for  the  many  hours  of  dedication  in  preparing  a  most  non  statistical  enlightening  history  of 
St.  John's  No.  3  G.R.C.  and  local  history  of  London  prior  to  and  following  the  first  Chapter 
meeting  in  London  held  under  the  register  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada. 

The  125th  Anniversary  of  Port  Hope  Chapter  No  37,  Port  Hope,  Ontario  District  No.  10  was 
celebrated  in  June  4th,  1994. 

A  meeting  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  called  on  Monday  19th,  April  1869  for  the  purpose 
of  organizing  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  Port  Hope  and  subsequently  the  officers  elect  of 
Victoria  Chapter  under  dispensation  were  Installed  on  June  29th.  1869. 

At  the  12th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  a 
Warrant  of  Constitution  was  issued  in  the  name  of  Victoria  Chapter  No.  37  G.R.C.  The 
name  of  the  First  Principal  Ex.Comp.  John  Wright  along  with  the  name  of  eight  other 
Companions  appears  on  the  Warrant. 

The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  on  August  12th,  1869  with  the  joining  fee 
set  at  $20.00  and  the  annual  dues  of  $3.00  payable  quarterly  in  advance.  Like  other  Chapters 
it  had  its  ups  and  downs  and  on  some  occasions  convocations  had  to  be  cancelled  as  there 
was  not  a  quorum  of  members. 

The  first  recorded  visit  of  a  Grand  First  Principal  to  Victoria  Chapter  No.  37  is  that  of 
M. Ex.Comp.  Donald  Ross  accompanied  by  M. Ex.Comp.  Charles  D.  MacDonnell  who  paid 
a  fraternal  visit  and  requested  the  Chapter  confer  the  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  on  a 
candidate.  The  Grand  Superintendent  of  Ontario  District  No.  10  at  the  time  is  recorded  to 
be  R.Ex.Comp.  J.  H.  Helm  for  the  year  1877-1878. 

Northern  Lights  Chapter  No.  213  G.R.C.  Timmins,  Temiskaming  District  No.  16  celebrated 
its  75th  Anniversary  on  August  13th,  1994  with  an  evening  barbecue  and  Grand  Council  in 
attendance. 

With  Chapter  paraphernalia  from  Temiskaming  Chapter  No.  169,  Chapter  Officers  from 
Cobalt  Chapter  No.  203,  Temiskaming  Chapter  No.  169  and  Pembroke  Chapter  No.  58  the 
first  meeting,  under  dispensation,  of  Northern  Lights  Chapter  No.  213  was  held  on  July 
24th,  1918  with  the  acting  First  Principal  being  R.Ex.Comp.  R.  LeHeup,  Grand 
Superintendent  New  Ontario  District  No.  15.  Seventeen  candidates  received  all  their  three 
Degrees  within  the  Chapter  that  evening  and  Ex.Comp.  R.  J.  Lemmette  appointed  the  First 
Principal. 

The  first  Regular  Convocation  of  the  Chapter  was  held  August  21st,  1918  was  called  off  due 
to  the  illness  of  the  Second  and  Third  Principals.  The  officers  of  Northern  Lights  Chapter 
No.  213  G.R.C.  were  Installed  and  Invested  September  3rd,  1919  with  Ex.Comp.  C.  G. 
Williams  First  Principal,  Ex.Comp.  J.  K.  Moore  second  Principal  and  Ex.Comp.  N.  Webb 
Third  Principal. 
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Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223  G.R.C.  Iroquois  Falls,  Temiskaming  District  No.  16  instituted  on 
October  20th,  1920  along  with  Northern  Lights  Chapter  No.  213  celebrated  seventy  five 
years  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  jointly  in  Temiskaming  District  No.  16  on  August  13th,  1994. 

The  Chapter  room  used  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  for  Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223  Iroquois  Falls 
was  dedicated  on  August  13th,  1994  following  which,  after  a  lunch,  the  Companions 
returned  to  Timmins  to  celebrate  with  their  Northern  Lights  Companions. 

Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223  initially  dedicated  May  27th,  1921  was  located  in  premises  at  the 
corner  of  Buckingham  and  Hillcrest  Roads,  Iroquois  Falls.  The  building  became  beyond 
repair  and  the  Chapter  moved  to  the  Community  Building  in  1940.  On  August  12th.  1965 
fire  swept  through  the  Community  Building  and  it  was  burnt  to  the  ground.  All  Chapter 
records  and  paraphernalia  save  those  held  by  the  Scribe  Ezra  were  lost. 

Subsequent  meetings  of  Abitibi  Chapter  were  held  in  the  Chapter  room  of  Northern  Lights 
Chapter,  Timmins  using  Northern  Lights  regalia  and  paraphernalia.  The  Grand  First 
Principal  of  the  day  M.Ex.Comp.  William  H.  Sproule  presented  Abitibi  Chapter  No.  223 
with  a  replacement  Charter  on  October  29th,  1 977. 

In  1978  the  Anglican  Parish  Hall  in  Iroquois  Falls  was  purchased,  renovated  and  dedicated 
for  Alitibi  Lodge  No.  540  and  subsequently  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  on  August  1 3th,  1 994. 

The  annual  Installation  and  Investiture  of  officers  of  Northern  Light  and  Abitibi  Chapters 
are  now  held  jointly,  since  1978,  in  alternate  years  in  Timmins  and  Iriquois  Falls. 

On  August  20th,  1994,  Signet  Chapter  No.  34  G.R.C.,  Barrie,  Georgian  District  No.  9 
celebrated  their  125th.Aanniversary  with  a  reception  for  the  Grand  First  Principal 
M.Ex.Comp.  Alan  F.  Walker  and  other  distinguished  Royal  Arch  Masons  whilst  the  ladies 
and  other  guests  partook  in  a  Kempenfelt  Bay  boat  cruise.  Entertainment,  presentations  and 
buffet  type  evening  meal  followed. 

Brant  Chapter  No.  1 15  G.R.C.,  Brantford,  Wilson  District  No.  3  celebrated  on  August  27th, 
1994  its  100th  Anniversary. 

Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  G.R.C.,  Sudbury,  New  Ontario  District  No.  15  celebrated  its  100th 
Anniversary  on  September  10th.  1994  with  a  reception  for  the  Grand  First  Principal 
M.Ex.Comp.  Alan  F.  Walker  and  other  distinguished  Royal  Arch  Masons,  Companions  and 
their  ladies.  The  Chapter  room  was  also  rededicated  for  Royal  Arch  purposes. 

The  early  history  of  the  two  Tuscan  Chapters  is  somewhat  clouded  with  irregular 
happenings. 

The  formation  of  the  first  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  was  in  Brampton,  the  county  town  of  Peel, 
on  October  15th,  1887  under  the  Chairmanship  of  V.Ex.Comp.  George  J.  Bennett,  P.Z.  of 
Toronto  Antiquity  Chapter  No.  91 .  At  this  meeting  the  necessary  motions  were  passed  and 
that  V.Ex.Comp.  George  J.  Bennett  be  First  Principal,  Ex.Comp.  James  Sharp  Second 
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Principal,  Comp.  T.  H.  Crawford  Third  Principal  and  M.Ex.Comp.  T.  Sargent  be  I.P.Z.  with 
Comp.  William  W.  Woods  Scribe  Ezra. 

M.Ex.Comp.  T.  Sargent  installed  the  first  officers  of  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  U.D.  in 
Brampton  on  November  22nd,  1887. 

The  Chapter  held  its  first  meetings  in  the  lodge  room  of  Ionic  Lodge  No.  229  G.R.C.  The 
Chapter  paid  a  rental  fee  of  $1.00  for  each  of  the  first  two  meetings,  November  and 
December  1887,  and  an  annual  rental  fee  of  $15.00  per  annum  beginning  January  1st,  1888. 

In  1 887  Ionic  Lodge  and  Tuscan  Chapter  occupied  the  second  floor  of,  a  public  hall,  on  the 
west  side  of  Main  Street  South,  a  former  church  building  which  had  been  coverted  into  a 
two  story  building  considered  now  to  be  the  Capital  Building  19  Main  Street  South.  The 
building  interior  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1 902  and  reoccupied  by  the  Lodge  and  Chapter 
following  renovations  until  1912  when  Ionic  Lodge  purchased,  on  the  east  side,  10  Main 
Street  South. 

On  July  1 8th,  1 888  Grand  Chapter  recommended  a  Warrant  be  granted  Tuscan  Chapter  No. 
95  U.D.  Brampton. 

The  Chapter  prospered  to  1890  but  in  1891  the  Grand  Superintendent  reported  the  prospects 
of  the  Chapter  were  fair. 

On  June  8th,  1891  a  motion  by  Ex. Comp.  J.,  seconded  Ex.Comp.  H.  that  a  formal  charge 
against  Ex.Comp.  J.  Sharp  was  adopted  and  the  Scribe  Ezra  was  instructed  to  notify  the 
Ex.Comp.  of  same,  also  a  copy  of  the  charge  and  summons,  to  appear  at  the  next  Regular 
Convocation  relating  to  monies  and  valuables  belonging  to  the  Chapter.  The  minute  book 
does  not  record  any  resolution  of  the  affair. 

At  the  installation  on  January  1 1  th,  1 892  Comp.  I.  R.  Armstrong  was  invested  as  Scribe  Ezra 
and  collected  monies  until  March  14th,  1892,  whereupon  he  left  the  country  with  all  the 
monies  he  had  collected  on  behalf  of  the  Chapter.  It  was  subsequently  resolved  by  the 
Chapter  to  credit  the  accounts  of  those  Companions  who  had  paid  dues  to  the  Scribe  Ezra 
but  not  recorded  as  paid. 

The  Grand  Superintendent  reported  following  his  Official  Visit  on  November  14th,  1892 
that  the  books  of  the  Scribe  Ezra  of  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  Brampton  were  not  in  a 
satisfactory  state  owing  to  the  Scribe  Ezra  having  left  the  country.  It  was  feared  the  Chapter 
would  sustain  a  loss  the  amount  not  known  at  the  time  of  the  official  visit  and  the  prospects 
were  not  very  encouraging. 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  October  9th,  1893,  he  reported  Tuscan  Chapter 
No.  95,  Brampton  was  still  having  difficulties  to  obtain  a  quorum  at  meetings  and  to  collect 
dues.  When  time  for  elections  in  December,  1893  there  was  again  no  quorum  and  no 
Convocation  held,  which  appeared  to  discourage  and  kill  hope  for  any  revival  of  the 
Chapter. 
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A  convocation  was  held  May  29th,  1 894  when  the  Chapter  met  for  the  purpose  of  winding 
up  its  affairs  preparatory  to  the  surrender  of  its  warrant.  Many  Companions  were  granted 
their  demits  in  good  standings  whilst  some  were  suspended  from  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95, 
Brampton  for  non  payment  of  dues  including  Ex.Comp.  J.  Sharp,  all  of  which  was  recorded 
in  the  minute  book  by  Scribe  Ezra  Ex.Comp.  A.  Morton.  Examination  of  the  minute  book 
in  recent  year  reveals  that  the  name  of  Ex.Comp.  J.  Sharp  has  been  ruled  out  as  being 
suspended  and  added  to  those  who  were  granted  demits  in  good  standing  in  a  hand  other 
than  that  of  the  Scribe  Ezra.  The  book  which  lists  the  names  of  all  members  with  their  dates 
of  joining  and  advancement  through  the  various  degrees  including  the  By-laws  of  the 
Chapter  still  shows  that  Ex.Comp.  J.  Sharp  as  a  suspended  member  of  Tuscan  Chapter  No. 
95  as  of  May  29th,  1984. 

Thirteen  Companions  retained  their  membership  in  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  Brampton  in 
order  to  make  final  arrangements  to  hand  over  their  Warrant  under  the  guidance  of 
Ex.Comp.  W.  H.  McFadden,  I.P.Z.  Those  present  at  the  closing  disbanded  Tuscan  Chapter 
No.  95,  Brampton  and  surrendered  its  Warrant  to  Grand  Chapter  May  29th,  1894,  after  only 
six  years  in  existence. 

Just  one  month  later  in  June  1 894,  after  the  surrender  of  the  Warrant  in  Brampton  a  petition 
dated  June  1 894  was  made  by  Royal  Arch  Masons  resident  in  the  Sudbury  area,  which 
included  the  name  of  Jas.  A.  Sharp,  was  made  to  the  Grand  First  Principal  to  transfer  one 
of  the  dormant  Warrants  to  Sudbury  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  have  a  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  in  the  Victoria  Hall  Sudbury. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  authorized  and  empowered  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  on  June  20th, 
1 894  to  transfer  the  Warrant  of  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95,  Brampton  from  the  town  of 
Brampton  to  the  village  of  Sudbury. 

On  June  30th,  1894  a  dispensation  was  granted  by  Grand  Chapter  under  the  signature  of  the 
Grand  Scribe  Ezra  granting  permission  to  Tuscan  Royal  Arch  Chapter  No.  95,  Sudbury  to 
elect  and  install  the  Officers  on  Monday  July  2nd,  1894,  and  authorize  M. Ex.Comp. 
Thomas  Sargent,  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  not  to  install  the  officers  elect.  It  is  of  interest  to 
note  the  minute  book  records  the  election  and  installation  of  Officers  took  place  in 
accordance  with  the  dispensation  but  at  an  Emergent  Meeting  of  Tuscan  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
held  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Sudbury  on  July  1st,  1894. 

Excellent  Companions  J.A.  Sharp,  R.H.  Arthur  and  R.  Dorset  were  elected  and  installed  as 
First,  Second  and  Third  Principals  of  the  Chapter. 

At  the  Regular  Convocation  of  October  10th,  1911  Ex.Comp.  James  Fowler  gave  notice  of 
motion  "That  at  the  close  of  the  year  191 1  the  Charter  of  Tuscan  Chapter  No.  95  be  returned 
to  Grand  Chapter"  At  the  convocation  of  December  12th,  1911  the  motion  relating  to  the 
surrender  of  the  Charter  was  lost.  The  membership  of  the  Chapter  increased  and  outstanding 
dues  were  reduced.  In  April,  1919  the  Chapter  moved  to  rooms  in  the  Burroughs  Block, 
Sudbury.  The  cost  of  moving  being  $1.50. 
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February  13th,  1934  marked  the  review  of  revenues  and  disbursements  of  the  Chapter 
pertaining  to  the  past  six  years  due  to  very  serious  nature  of  the  Chapter  finances  and  it  was 
moved  and  seconded  that  the  Chapter  borrow  $200.00  from  the  Bank  of  Montreal  on  the 
security  now  in  the  bank.  Through  the  year  1935  quite  a  large  number  of  Companions  were 
suspended  for  non  payment  of  dues,  a  sign  of  the  times.  In  1936  expenses  outstripped 
revenues. 

On  September  1 3th,  1 938  the  Chapter  held  its  first  meeting  in  the  "Empire  Block"  Sudbury 
with  dedication  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  on  February  25th,  1 939. 

The  decade  prior  to  December  12th,  1939  had  been  a  difficult  period  with  financial 
difficulties.  However,  new  members  were  admitted  and  the  Chapter  carried  on.  The  Chapter 
once  again  moved  to  40  Cedar  Street,  Sudbury  and  the  Chapter  Room  was  dedicated  on 
October  16th,  1942. 

The  decade  prior  to  January  10th,  1950  had  proved  to  be  a  rewarding  period  with 
membership  rebounding  strongly  ,  finances  in  a  healthy  status,  and  could  look  forward  to 
a  bright  and  prosperous  future. 

On  December  1 7th,  the  Chapter  agreed  to  enter  into  a  financial  agreement  to  finance  and 
construct  a  Masonic  building  at  845  Regent  Street  South,  Sudbury  near  to  Sudbury 
Memorial  Hospital.  The  project  was  in  association  with  two  Craft  Lodges  and  the 
Preceptory.  It  is  recorded  that  the  last  meeting  at  1 0  Cedar  Street  was  May  1 7th,  1 973  and 
the  first  Regular  meeting  at  845  Regent  Street  South  was  September  20th,  1973. 

The  Lodge  Room  was  dedicated  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  December  1st,  1973  by 
M.Ex.Comp.  Leo  J.  Gent,  R.Ex.Comp.  William  S.  Thomson  and  R.Ex.Comp.  William  H. 
Sproule  assisted  by  R.Ex.Comp.  F.  Gammon,  Grand  Superintendent  for  New  Ontario 
District  No.  15. 

On  September  24th,  1994  the  Centennial  of  Maple  Chapter  No.  116  G.R.C.  Carlton  Place, 
Ottawa  now  Maple-Granite  Chapter  No.  61  G.R.C.  Ottawa  District  No.  13  was  held  as  a 
dinner  dance  with  Grand  Council  in  attendance. 

On  October  1 1  th,  1 994  an  Anniversary  Convocation  was  held  by  Maple-Granite  Chapter 
No.  61  G.R.C.  in  the  Masonic  Building,  Bridge  Street,  Carleton  Place.  A  buffet  dinner  was 
held  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Chapter  to  receive  the  special  visitors,  seal  a  Time  Capsule 
and  the  presentation  of  long  service  jewels  and  the  like. 

Corinthian  Chapter  No.  36  Peterborough,  Ontario  District  No.  10  celebrated  its  125th 
Anniversary  on  October  15th,  1994. 

October  29th,  1994  saw  Keystone  Chapter  No.  35  Whitby,  Ontario  District  10  celebrated 
its  125th  Anniversary. 

April  1st,  1995  Bonnichere  Chapter  NO.  1 14,  Renfrew,  Ottawa  District  No.  13  celebrated 
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its  100th  Anniversary.

REPORT  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions; 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  it  is  my  pleasure  to 
present  our  report  at  this  137th  Annual  Convocation  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

First,  the  members  of  this  Committee  wish  to  express  our  gratitude,  certainly  shared  by  the 
Companions  for  the  sincere  leadership  shown  by  our  Grand  First  Principal,  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Alan  F.  Walker.  We  appreciate  and  congratulate  him  for  the  contributions  he 
is  making  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  through  his  unselfish  devotion  in  carrying  out  the  duties 
of  his  high  and  important  office. 

As  was  stated  during  the  February  25th  work-shop  held  in  Hamilton,  this  Committee  must 
rely  on  the  information  supplied  to  us  from  the  seventeen  District  Grand  Superintendents 
in  order  to  properly  prepare  our  report  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry.  Most  of  our 
information  is  gathered  from  the  Grand  Superintendent's  Official  Visit  Report,  his  Interim 
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Report,  his  Year-end  Report  and  the  District  'Statistical  Table'  Report. 

At  the  February  25th  meeting  in  Hamilton  this  Committee  had  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Executive  that  our  report  was  incomplete.  It  was  incomplete  because  we  had  not  received 
the  Year-end  Report  from  eight  Grand  Superintendents,  incomplete  because  twenty-six 
Constituent  Chapters  had  not  submitted  their  respective  Year-end  closing  reports.  At  the 
time  of  preparing  this  report,  which  had  to  be  submitted  to  Grand  Chapter  by  March  27th, 
there  were  still  two  Districts  and  twenty  Constituent  Chapters  who  do  not  have  their 
Year-end  reports  on  file  in  Grand  Chapter.  One  additional  District  has  not,  as  yet,  submitted 
a  Statistical  Table  report. 

This  Committee  expresses  our  disappointment  that  not  all  Districts  will  be  fully  recognized 
in  this  report.  This  disappointment  is  compounded  by  the  failure  of  some  First  Principals  to 
conduct  the  business  portion  of  their  respective  Chapters  in  accordance  with  our 
Constitution. 

The  First  Principals  of  our  Chapters  should  be  reminded  of  that  part  of  their  obligation 
which  they  agreed  to  when  assuming  the  chair  of  a  First  Principal.  The  failure  of  a  Chapter 
to  submit  the  required  reports,  as  per  our  Constitution  has  a  ripple  effect  in  their  District  and 
to  our  Grand  Chapter  as  a  whole.  As  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee  I  will  continue  to 
communicate  with  the  Grand  Superintendents  in  an  effort  to  ensure  that  all  Districts  and 
Chapters  will  have  completed  their  obligations  to  Grand  Chapter. 

The  frustrations  experienced  by  this  Committee  in  our  attempts  to  complete  our  duty  to  this 
Grand  Chapter  demands  further  comment  and  I  would  begin  with  some  direct  quotes  ...  first 
from  our  Constitution, 

Section  15  (r)  A  Chapter  failing  to  file  its  Annual  Returns  as  provided  in  this  Constitution 
on  or  before  the  Thirty-first  of  January  in  the  following  year  shall  be  deprived  of  the 
privileges  of  voting  at  the  next  annual  session  of  Grand  Chapter,  and  this  will  include  its 
First,  Second  and  Third  Principals  and  proxy,  but  the  Grand  First  Principal  will  at  his 
discretion  summon  the  Chapter  to  show  why  its  Warrant  should  not  be  suspended  until  such 
time  as  its  returns,  dues  and  financial  returns  are  paid.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  deprive 
a  Past  Principal  of  his  vote  as  such. 

Grand  Superintendents. 

Section  24  (i)  He  may  summon  any  Chapter  or  Companion  within  his  District  to  attend  him, 
and  may  order  the  production  of  the  Warrant,  books,  papers  and,  accounts  of  such  Chapter, 
(j)  If  the  summons  be  not  complied  with,  nor  a  sufficient  reason  given  for  non-compliance, 
he  will  immediately  report  the  fact  in  writing  to  the  Grand  First  Principal.  (1)  For  the 
information  of  the  Grand  Chapter  he  must  transmit  to  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  not  later  than 
the  First  day  of  February  prior  to  each  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter,  a  report  in 
writing  on  the  Condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  his  District,  with  a  list  of  such  Chapters 
as  may  have  been  constituted  since  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  and  a  list  of  all  Chapters 
visited. 
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Section  20  (a)  Except  as  provided  in  Section:  POWER  AND  AUTHORITY  OF  GRAND 
CHAPTER  and  in  Section:  DUTIES  AND  POWER  OF  THE  GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL 
hereof,  no  Companion  is  entitled  to  Past  Rank  in  any  office  in  Grand  Chapter,  unless  he  has 
served  a  full  term  of  twelve  months,  or  unless  expressly  granted  by  Grand  Chapter. 

First  Principal 

Section  96  (d)  He  will  ensure  that  the  Chapter's  Financial  Returns  and  other  year-end  reports 
are  forwarded  to  Grand  Chapter  on  or  before  the  Thirty-first  day  of  January  of  the  following 
year. 

Scribe  Ezra 

Section  100  (a)  The  Scribe  Ezra  will  keep  a  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  Chapter,  (c) 
He  must  complete  all  returns  as  required  by  Grand  Chapter  and  set  out  in  Sections: 
CHAPTER  SEAL  and  CHAPTER  ANNUAL  RETURNS. 

Companions;  eighty  years  ago  the  Fifty-seventh  Annual  Grand  Convocation  of  this  Grand 
Chapter  was  held  in  London,  Ontario  with  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Daniel  Frazer  MacWatt  presiding.  A  small  part  of  his  address  is  recorded  as 
follows,  'quote  "IT  MIGHT  ALSO  BE  WELL  TO  CONSIDER  WHETHER  OR  NOT 
CHAPTERS  DILATORY  IN  SENDING  IN  RETURNS  AND  FEES  SHOULD  NOT  BE 
PUNISHED  BY  FINES.  PENAL  CLAUSES  IN  OUR  LAWS  ARE  OBJECTIONABLE, 
BUT  WHEN  RESPONSIBLE  OFFICERS  ARE  DELIBERATELY  UNMINDFUL  OF 
THEIR  DUTY  AND  THUS  OCCASION  UNNECESSARY  DELAY  AND  CONSEQUENT 
INCONVENIENCE,  SURELY  THE  CHAPTERS  CAUSING  THIS  SHOULD  BE 
PENALIZED  IN  SOME  WAY.  "end  of  quote.  Eighty  years  Companions,  and  we  are  still 
describing  the  same  problems  to-day  that  our  predecessors  experienced.  We  must  be  slow 
to  learn,  we  are  slow  in  acting.  Is  there  an  answer  to  these  problems,  and  how  stringently  do 
we  enforce  our  Constitution? 

Should  we  enter  into  a  discussion  of  trying  to  address  this,  and  other  problems?  Try  to 
prepare  an  agenda  and/or  a  trestleboard  for  a  committee  to  travel  throughout  our  jurisdiction: 
visit  a  District,  or  a  combination  of  Districts,  with  the  Grand  Superintendent,  the  ruling 
Council  members  and  the  Chapter's  Scribe  Ezra  present?  Most  Excellent  Sir  we  would 
recommend  for  your  serious  contemplation  the  formation  of  such  a  committee,  and  would 
further  suggest  that  the  members  be  comprised  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra, 
the  Chairman  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  and  one  other  Grand  Chapter  officer. 
If  an  agenda  can  be  prepared,  with  suitable  dates  agreed  to,  a  trial  run  could  be  tried, 
document  the  degree  of  success,  make  any  amendments  as  required,  and  continue  with  a 
presentation  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction.  Such  a  plan  would  present  an  opportunity 
for  the  Council  members,  and  other  Companions  of  our  Constituent  Chapters,  to  discuss, 
face  to  face,  the  overall  operation  of  their  Grand  Chapter.  By  the  same  token,  these 
Companions  could  discuss  their  problems  and  their  plans  for  the  future  of  their  respective 
Chapters. 

During  our  April,  1994  Grand  Convocation  Right  Excellent  Companion  Ian  Montague  held 
a  work-shop  to  assist  and  instruct  the  newly  elected  District  Grand  Superintendents  to  better 
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understand  the  duties  of  their  important  office  as  the  representative  of  our  Grand  First 
Principal.  A  prepared  manual  of  information  and  instruction  was  also  presented  to  them,  and 
a  similar  work-shop  was  held  at  this  Grand  Convocation. 

Our  membership  in  general  and  the  Constituent  Chapter  Council  members  in  particular  are 
reminded  once  again  that  we  in  Grand  Chapter  use  the  information  contained  in  the  various 
reports  to  gauge  our  work  and  to  compare  our  progress  from  year  to  year. 

From  the  information  received  by  this  Committee,  thus  far,  our  Royal  Arch  Chapters  would 
appear  to  be  operating  in  an  acceptable  manner.  Unfortunately  the  Companions  of  North 
Hastings  Chapter  No.  267,  which  met  in  Bancroft,  made  the  difficult  decision  to  surrender 
their  Charter.  Some  of  these  Companions  have  been  affiliating  with  Keystone  Chapter  No. 
72  in  Sterling.  There  are  approximately  six  other  Chapters  seriously  talking  of  amalgamation 
and  we  would  remind  the  Companions  that  should  they  need  guidance  or  information  in 
their  deliberations  they  should  contact  a  member  of  the  Amalgamation  Committee  as  well 
as  the  District  Grand  Superintendent. 

Of  some  concern  to  this  Committee  is  the  increase  of  breaches  to  our  Constitution  by  some 
First  Principals.  Once  again,  we  would  urge  all  Companions  to  read  and  understand  the 
contents  of  our  Constitution. 

Apathy  and  absenteeism  is  prevalent  in  some  Districts  with  the  dedicated  majority  of  our 
members  working  diligently  to  keep  Capitular  Masonry  vibrant  and  interesting. 
Unfortunately,  if  the  reports  have  been  completed  accurately,  we  only  had  a  total  of  seven 
Master  Mason  nights  during  the  past  year  throughout  our  jurisdiction.  But,  the  Companions 
did  enjoy  fifty-two  social  events  and  described  three  Ladies  Nights.  Some  of  our  Chapters 
have  been  quite  busy  and  forty-nine  Emergent  Meetings  were  held. 

This  Committee  received  a  total  of  132  Grand  Superintendents'  Official  Visit  reports.  Six 
reports  are  still  outstanding  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  report.  Some  of  the  information 
contained  in  the  reports  is  worthy  of  notice  to  this  Grand  Chapter.  Our  membership 
continues  to  decline,  primarily  through  the  death  of  a  Companion.  Many  Chapters  are 
Advancing  candidates,  and  the  average  age  is  younger  than  that  of  a  few  years  ago,  however 
these  initiations  do  not  off-set  our  losses. 

To  date,  having  received,  compiled  and  reviewed  the  information  supplied  in  the  reports  we 
will  again  describe,  in  a  brief  overview,  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  each  District. 

ST.  CLAIR  NO.  1  R.Ex.Comp.  DONALD  R.  PARDO 

All  required-reports  submitted  and  received.  Although  two  Chapters  did  not  Advance  any 
candidates  during  this  past  year  there  were  a  total  often  candidates  Advanced  in  this  District 
and  there  are  three  applications  pending.  Two  Chapters  have  formed  Degree  Teams  to  work 
in  the  Craft  Lodges  and  Erie-Blenheim  Chapter  No.  73  hosted  the  District  Divine  Service 
this  year.  On  March  25th  Wellington  Chapter  No.  47  were  the  host  to  Companions  visiting 
from  the  State  of  Michigan  headed  by  their  Grand  High  Priest.  The  visitors  exemplified  the 
Royal  Arch  Degree.  This  work  was  followed  by  a  formal  reception  for  our  own  Grand  First 
Principal.  A  very  active  District  and  we  congratulate  them  for  their  efforts  to  make  this  a 
successful  Grand  Convocation. 
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LONDON  NO.  2  R.Ex.Comp.  LEWIS  WILLIAM  PERNOKIS 

All  required  reports  submitted  and  received.  At  our  November  '94  Grand  Executive  meeting 
it  was  reported  that  an  Interim  Report  had  not  been  received.  R.Ex.Comp.  Pemokis 
immediately  contacted  Grand  Chapter  to  advise  that  he  had  submitted  the  required  report 
and  a  duplicate  copy  was  faxed  to  this  Chairman  and  is  now  on  file.  R.Ex.Comp.  Pernokis 
suggests  the  need  for  a  District  education  program  to  benefit  the  District  Council  members 
to  properly  run  their  Degrees  and  a  Banquet  Hour.  On  a  'Long  Range'  format  a  concentration 
on  leadership  within  the  Chapters.  Some  added  spark  to  raise  the  perception  of  Capitular 
Masonry  within  the  District.  Consideration  be  given  to  a  two  year  term  of  office  for  a 
District  Grand  Superintendent. 

WILSON  NO.  3  R.Ex.Comp.  WILLIAM  GERBRANDT 

Four  of  six  Official  Visit  reports  received,  an  Interim  Report  was  received  and  the  Year-end 
Report  was  received  on  February  24th.  Two  Chapters  have  been  experiencing  difficulties 
with  assembling  a  quorum.  Harris  Chapter  No.  41  are  looking  forward  to  celebrating  their 
125th  Anniversary.  Brant  Chapter  No.  1 15  enjoyed  receiving  many  visitors  in  celebrating 
their  100th  Anniversary  which  included  an  'open  house'  atmosphere  with  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Walker  giving  an  explanation  of  the  Chapter  Room  and  the  furnishings.  Mount 
Horab  Chapter  No.  20  and  Brant  Chapter  No.  115  are  discussing  amalgamation.  The 
incomplete  Statistical  Table  indicates  two  candidates  initiated  in  this  District. 

WELLINGTON  NO.  4  R.Ex.Comp.  JAMES  E.  FREER 

Six  of  nine  Official  Visit  reports  on  file.  All  other  required  reports  have  been  received.  Two 
Chapters  had  to  be  reminded  of  the  Constitutional  requirements  of  a  quorum  in  holding  a 
Chapter  meeting.  R.Ex.Comp.  Freer  urged  the  Companions  throughout  District  Four  to 
practise  visitations  and  he  led  by  example  by  trying  to  be  in  attendance  at  all  Chapter 
meetings  in  his  District.  This  ambition  is  very  commendable  and  R.Ex.Comp.  Freer  wishes 
it  had  been  more  successful  than  what  he  experienced.  Further,  he  would  ask  that  Grand 
Chapter  explore  an  educational  program  for  Constituent  Chapter's  Scribe  Ezra  and  the  ruling 
Councils  with  the  Grand  Superintendent's  meeting  being  held  in  January  or  February.  He 
also  suggests  that  a  standard  form  be  prepared  by  Grand  Chapter  for  a  Constituent  Chapter 
to  submit  a  financial  report. 

HAMILTON  NO.  5  R.Ex.Comp.  DONALD  D.  FALCONER 

Ten  Official  Visit  reports  received.  No  other  reports  of  any  description  have  been  received 
at  Grand  Chapter  cr  by  this  Committee  at  the  time  of  this  report  being  prepared.  It  is  difficult 
for  this  Committee  to  provide  an  overview  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  District  No.  5  from  the 
Official  Visit  reports  on  file,  there  being  no  other  documentation  available.  By  way  of 
general  knowledge,  this  Chairman  is  aware  of  the  dedication  to  Capitular  Masonry 
throughout  this  District,  especially  by  our  Past  Grand  Chapter  officers.  This  was  most 
evident  in  White  Oak  Chapter  No.  1 04,  when  they  had  cause  to  discuss  the  surrender  of  their 
Charter.  Under  the  leadership  of  their  Past  Grand  Chapter  members,  they  now  have  a  line-up 
of  officers  that  have  been  Installed  and  Invested  for  the  1995-96  Masonic  year.  This 
Committee  wish  them  well  in  all  their  future  endeavours. 
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HURON  NO.  6  R.Ex.Comp.  DAVID  HYNES 

Nine  official  Visit  reports  received  and  an  Interim  Report  was  filed.  No  other  reports  of  any 
description  have  been  received  at  Grand  Chapter  or  by  this  Committee  at  the  time  of  this 
report  being  prepared.  This  Committee  will  rely  on  the  information  contained  in  the  Interim 
Report  to  comment  on  some  aspects  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  District  No.6.  A  very 
successful  Divine  Service  was  held  at  Brussels,  Ontario  on  May  15,  1994.  We  know  that 
Elliott  Chapter  No.  129  in  Mitchell  celebrated  their  100th  Anniversary  with  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Alan  F.  Walker  and  other  Grand  Chapter  officers  in  attendance.  In  November 
'94  a  Master  Mason  night  was  planned  by  Huron  Chapter  No.30.  Some  Chapters  in  District 
No.  6  have  a  problem  in  assembling  a  quorum  to  open  their  meetings,  and  new  officers  and 
candidates  continue  to  be  a  challenge  to  be  addressed  in  all  Chapters. 

NIAGARA  NO.  7  R.Ex.Comp.  JAMES  ELLIOTT 

All  required  reports  have  been  received.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  alive  and  well  throughout 
the  Niagara  Peninsula.  Two  Chapters  continue  the  struggle  to  survive  and  the  members  are 
quite  adamant  in  these  efforts.  An  active  Principals'  Association  held  a  successful  District 
Dinner  in  April  '94  and  a  second  Dinner  is  scheduled  for  May  13,  1995.  A  District  Divine 
Service  is  to  take  place  in  Niagara  Falls  on  April  2,  1995.  Three  of  the  Chapters  did  not 
Advance  a  new  candidate  during  this  year.  The  remaining  five  Chapters  initiated  a  total  of 
twelve  new  members  in  the  District. 

TORONTO  NO.  8  R.Ex.Comp.  JAMES  B.  EVANS 

All  required  reports  have  been  received.  R.Ex.Comp.  Evans  advises  that  his  Education  night 
for  the  Council  members  in  the  District  was  a  failure.  However,  a  District  Education  night 
for  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  very  successful.  Succoth  Chapter  No.  35  although 
financially  sound  have  a  total  of  twenty-seven  members  and  no  prospects  of  a  candidate.  All 
other  Chapters  in  the  District  initiated  a  total  of  twenty-nine  candidates  during  this  past  year. 
The  two  Toronto  Districts  held  a  Divine  Service  in  Brampton  on  October  16,  1994  which 
could  have  been  better  attended,  but  accepted  as  somewhat  successful.  A  recommendation 
for  Chapters  in  both  Toronto  Districts  to  consider  amalgamation  and  reduce  to  one  District 
with  a  total  often  Chapters.  On  March  25,  1995  District  No.  8  hosted  a  'Ladies  Night'  dinner 
and  dance. 

TORONTO  NO.  8A  R.Ex.Comp.  LES  MILEWICZ 

All  required  reports  have  been  received.  REx.Comp.  Milewicz  was  required  to  make  return 
visits  to  Mimico  Chapter  No.  215  to  complete  his  Official  Visit  requirements,  this  last  visit 
was  made  in  February,  '95.  Visitations  between  Chapters  within  the  District  could  be 
improved.  The  two  Toronto  Districts  held  a  Divine  Service  in  Brampton  on  October  16, 
1994  which  could  have  been  better  attended.  The  District  Education  Night  attendance  was 
also  disappointing.  R.Ex.Comp.  Milewicz  was  appreciative  of  the  support  given  to  him  by 
the  District  Chairmen  of  the  various  Committees.  He  is  pleased  to  announce  that  the  District 
members  contributed  over  Twelve  Thousand  Dollars  ($12,985.96)  to  our  Benevolence  and 
Bursary  Committee  funds. 
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GEORGIAN  NO.  9  R.Ex.Comp.  CHARLES  COURSEY 

All  required  reports  have  been  received.  A  very  favourable  outlook  for  Capitular  Masonry 
in  District  No.  9  is  described  by  R.Ex.Comp.  Coursey.  Only  one  Chapter  in  the  District  did 
not  Advance  a  candidate  during  the  past  year.  The  remaining  Chapters  advanced  seventeen 
candidates  with  the  ritual  work  of  top  quality.  There  are  only  four  Past  Principals  in  major 
Chapter  offices  with  a  stable  and  firm  line-up  of  younger  officers.  The  Chapters  are 
financially  sound  and  their  records  in  good  order.  The  attendance  at  an  October,  '94  Divine 
Service  was  disappointing.  Two  special  events  during  the  year;  Signet  Chapter  No.  34 
celebrated  its  125th  Anniversary.  M.Ex.Comp.  Alan  F.  Walker  presented  V.Ex.Comp.  David 
Watson  with  a  Twenty-five  Year  Past  Principal's  bar  as  V.Ex.Comp.  Watson  was  Signet 
Chapter's  First  Principal  during  the  celebration  of  its  1 00th  Anniversary.  Kichikewana 
Chapter  No.  167,  once  again,  hosted  a  successful  annual  barbecue  and  corn  roast.  The 
District  appears  to  have  a  bright  and  encouraging  future. 

ONTARIO  NO.  10  R.Ex.Comp.  JOHN  MYALL 

All  required  reports  have  now  been  received,  the  year-end  report  was  received  on  February 
23,  1995.  R.Ex.Comp.  Myall  identified  three  areas  of  concern;  1. Attendance, 
2.)membership,  3.)ritual  work.  R.Ex.Comp.  Myall  would  like  to  see  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Companions  to  attend  the  various  District  functions  ...  ie:  the  Divine  Service, 
four  Chapters  were  not  represented.  For  membership,  he  suggests  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  the  District  form  'Craft  Lodge'  Degree  teams  for  the  three  degrees,  adding  support  to  our 
Grand  Lodge's  'Friend  to  Friend'  program  and  work  in  the  Craft  Lodges  throughout  District 
No.  10.  He  would  also  like  to  see  more  of  the  Chapter  members  taking  part  in  the 
presentation  of  the  ritual,  as  it  is,  the  older  members  are  presenting  three  and  four  lectures 
while  the  younger  members  remain  on  the  side  benches.  Four  special  events  in  the  District 
this  year  as  one  Chapter  celebrated  its  1 00th  Anniversary  and  three  Chapters  celebrated  their 
125th  Anniversary.  Several  successful  Ladies  Nights  have  also  been  held. 

PRINCE  EDWARD  NO.  11  R.Ex.Comp.  HARRY  SMITH 

All  required  reports  have  been  received.  R.Ex.Comp.  Smith  had  the  unfortunate  duty  of 
assisting  members  of  North  Hastings  Chapter  No.  267  to  close  their  books  and  surrender 
their  Charter.  Fourteen  members  of  this  Chapter  have  already  affiliated  with  Keystone 
Chapter  No.  72  in  Sterling.  The  remaining  six  Chapters  support  each  other  with  their 
visitation  program.  The  District  Divine  Service,  as  in  past  years,  could  have  been  better 
attended.  Prince  Edward  District  and  Keystone  Chapter  No.  72  were  pleased  to  host  our 
Grand  Council  and  present  and  past  Grand  Chapter  members  at  the  1 00th  Anniversary  of 
Keystone's  Installation  of  officers.  The  loss  of  membership  is  a  concern  to  everyone.  Ten 
candidates  were  initiated  in  District  No- 1 1,  the  quality  of  the  ritual  work  is  quite  high  and 
there  is  a  decline  in  'recycled'  Principals.  All  Chapters  are  financially  sound  with  an 
adequate  dues  structure. 

ST.  LAWRENCE  NO.  12  R.Ex.Comp.  WILLARD  LUTES 

All  required  reports  have  been  received,  the  year-end  report  was  received  February  24,  1995. 
Companions  of  District  No.  12  have  continued  their  practice  of  visiting  Chapters  in  District 
No.  9  and  in  District  No.  10  St. John's  Chapter  No.  112  and  Covenant  Chapter  No.  113 
continue  to  discuss  amalgamation,  which  has  been  going  on  for  some  time.  Preliminary 
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work  has  been  on-going  for  the  planned  bi-centennial  celebration  of  Ancient  Frontenac  & 
Cataraqui  Chapter  No.  1  and  members  of  the  Grand  Convocation  Committee.  An  incomplete 
Statistical  Table  report  makes  it  difficult  for  R.Ex.Comp.  Lutes  to  submit  a  more  accurate 
summation  of  conditions  in  his  District.

All  required  reports  have  been  received,  the  year-end  report  was  received  March  13,1 995. 
R.Ex.Comp.  Pilatzke  advises  that  two  Chapters  are  struggling  to  survive,  and  have  the 
support  of  Past  Grand  Chapter  officers.  Three  Master  Mason  nights  were  planned,  and 
nineteen  candidates  were  marked  throughout  District  No.  13.  On  March  17th  the  District 
Past  Principals'  Association  hosted  a  luncheon,  after  which  they  presented  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree  on  four  candidates.

We  heard  Companion  Hooper  last  night  say  something  about  all  Masonic  Bodies 
losing  membership,  but  you  can  not  believe  him  anyway  as  he  said  he  only  weighs  one 
hundred  and  eighty-five  pounds. 

Generally  speaking  it  is  true,  I  know  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar  in  the 
United  States  which  is  equivalent  to  your  Sovereign  Great  Priory  has  lost  in  the  past  ten 
years,  one  hundred  thousand  Knights.  They  have  gone  from  three  hundred  and  twenty-one 
thousand  down  to  two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  now.  The  York  Rite  Colleges  are  still 
growing.  Last  year  we  constituted  nine  new  Colleges.  This  year  we  have  constituted  three 
new  Colleges.  I  have  just  signed  dispensations  for  five  more  Colleges,  one  of  which  is  in 
Quebec.

First,  Gordon  H.  Stuart  -  Past  Governor  General,  Donald  A.  King  -  Deputy  Governor 
General,  Hugh  M.  Dunlop  -  Grand  Governor  for  Ontario,  Edward  Carson  -  Marshall 
General,  Bert  Mennie  -  Grand  Sovereign,  Donald  F.  Kline  -  Director  of  the  Purple  Cross 
Class  and  David  Walker  -  Deputy  Grand  Governor  for  Ontario.  So  you  can  see  that  we  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude  to  this  Grand  Chapter. 

You  have  provided  us  with  so  much  leadership  that  I  would  like  have  all  of  the  York  Rite 
College  Members  stand  at  this  time  to  show  you  that  we  are  supporting  you  too.

GRAND  CONVOCATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions. 

On  behalf  of  the  Grand  Convocation  Committee  appointed  in  April  of  1994  I  am  pleased  to 
submit  this  report. 

As  was  stated  in  our  interim  report  to  the  Grand  Executive  in  February,  1 995,  a  number  of 
the  items  covered  by  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  are  also  being  endorsed  by  this 
Committee,  such  as  a  registration  fee  for  all  attending  Companions  and  the  Elections  of  the 
Grand  Superintendents  being  conducted  at  our  Grand  Convocation.  We  would  once  again 
propose  that  it  is  most  important  to  increase  the  attendance  and  participation  of  the 
Companions,  irrespective  of  which  site  is  chosen  as  a  "permanent  home"  for  all  Grand 
Convocations.  This  could  be  done  by  offering  classes  of  instruction,  to  be  conducted  by 
three  or  more  skilled  ritualists,  with  in  particular,  in  the  Most  Excellent  Master  Degree,  and 
also  a  class  of  instruction  on  Protocol  and  Etiquette  which  can  only  help  the  Ruling 
Principals  feel  more  at  ease  when  receiving  distinguished  guests  if  they  are  familiar  with 
these  important  factors.  These  classes  should  be  advertised  well  in  advance  to  receive  a 
response  in  sufficient  time  to  reserve  the  required  meeting  rooms. 

With  respect  to  the  possible  location  of  all  future  Grand  Convocations,  from  approximately 
1998-99  onwards,  discussions  have  been  opened  with  hotels  in  Toronto  and  Niagara  Falls. 
The  Holiday  Inn  Toronto  Airport  has  offered  an  equitable  room  rate  and  a  long  term  contract 
which  would  be  tied  into  the  cost  of  living,  with  an  increase  of  no  more  than  three  percent 
per  annum  regardless  of  how  high  the  cost  of  living  rises,  this  we  have  in  writing.  The 
Sheraton  in  Niagara  Falls  have  been  contacted,  and  we  have  received  their  per  night  rates 
as  $79.00  Green  View  and  $109.00  Falls  View,  they  were  asked  for  terms  for  a  five  to  ten 
year  contract  and  we  still  await  their  offer. 

Discussions  have  also  taken  place  with  management  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  in 
Hamilton  and  they  are  more  than  willing  to  accommodate  the  Grand  Chapter  Convocation, 
not  only  do  they  have  all  the  necessary  rooms  that  we  require  but  they  are  also  willing  to 
help  secure  accommodation,  and  would  open  discussions  on  our  behalf,  if  requested,  with 
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Hotels  in  close  proximity  for  an  equitable  rate,  as  they  do  for  themselves,  and  supply  all  the 
meals  at  competitive  prices.  This  would  also  bring  both  our  bodies  of  Masonry  closer  and 
would  no  doubt  be  beneficial  to  all.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  no  prices  have  been 
quoted. 

After  reviewing  the  files  from  previous  Convocations,  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
stricter  controls  are  required  to  keep  costs  to  a  minimum  and  to  have  clear  and  accurate 
accounting  at  the  completion  of  all  Convocations.  With  that  in  mind  and  to  clarify  any  doubt 
that  any  Chairman  or  Committee  Member  in  charge  of  any  particular  part  of  any 
Convocation  may  have  regarding  his  duties,  mock-ups  have  been  printed  of  forms  which 
could  be  standardized  for  all,  including  the  General  Chairman  which  would  outline  each 
Committee  Members  duties  and/or  function  requirements  together  with  adequate  space  to 
list  all  expenses.  Accounts  would  only  be  paid  through  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  after  each 
sheet  is  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  and/or  the  General 
Chairman  and  have  all  receipts  attached.  These  forms  could  lead  to  savings  which  could 
possibly  eliminate  the  need  for  a  registration  fee.
